James L gained great reputation by his book of in- 
ftrudions to his fon Henry, intitled " Bafiiicon Doron," 
which (hews that he was acquainted with the theory- of 
government. But he feems to have loft as much by his 
" Daemon ologia," and his " Countervail to Tobacco *.'* 

* Taking tobacco wai much ridiculed by the men of f'alhion, in the reign of 
June* j and the courtiers ;iffecled to reject it with horror. The king faid, that 
" tobacco was the lively image and pattern of hell ; for that it had, by allulion, 
<< in it all the parti and vice) of the world, whereby hell may be gained ; to wit, 
" Kirft, it was a fmoak ; fo are all the vanities of this world. Secondly, it <le- 
«' lightetb them who take it ; (b do all the pleasures of the world delight the men 
" of the world. Thirdly, it maketb men drunken and light in the head ; fo do 
" all the vanities of the- world, men are drunken therewith. Fourthly, he that 
" taketh tobacco faith he cannot leave it, it doth bewitch him ; even fo the plea-

PHYSICIANS. 

Dr. WILLIAMHARVEY, phyfician to king James, 
firft found out the circulation of the blood at this period ; 
a difcovecy which ferves to explain the whole animal oece- 
nomy. Sir Thomas Browne, who well knew the import- 
ance of it, prefers it to the difcovery of the New World.

William Butler, of Clare Hall in Cambridge, was' one 
of the greatett phyficians, and raoft capricious homourifts 
■»f 1m time. His fegacity in judging t>f diftewpers was_ 
very great ; utid his method of cure was <fometimes a* 
extraordinary. Mr. Aubrey informs us, that it was VffuA 
with him to fit among the boys at St. Mary's ChuKh in 
Cambridge; and that when he was fent for to king James,

Robert Fludd, fecond fon of Sir Thomas Fludd, trea- 
furer of war to queen Elizabeth, was a celebrated phyfi- 
cian and Roficrucian philofopher. He was an author of a 
peculiar call, and appears to have been much the fame in 
philofophy, that the my ftics arc in divinity ; a vein of un- 
intelligible enthuliafm runs through his works. He fre- 
quently ufed this fublime cant when he addreiTed himlelf 
to his patients, which had, fometimea, a good effeft in 
raiting their fpirits, and contributed greatly to their cure. 
M As charms are nonfenfe, nonfenfe has 3 charm."

- • Mr. Aubrey relates the following ftory of him, which he fay» was the oeea- 
fion/if his being firft taken notice of. A clergyman in Cambridge* ire, by ex- 
' cefflre application in composing a learned fermon, which be wi« to preacb before 
tbe king, at Newmarket, had brought himfelf into fucb a way, that be could not. 
fleep. His friends were adrifed to give him opium, which he took in fo large a 
quantity, that it threw bin into a profound lethargy. Dr. Butler was frnt for 
from Cambridge ; who, upon feeing and bearing his cafe, flew into a paflion ; and 
told hi* wife, that ft* mi in danger of being hanged for killing her hufband, and 
very abruptly left tbe room. A* be wat going through the yard, in his retina 
home, be law feveral cowt, and aOced her to whom they belonged i (he laid to her 
hufband. « Will you, (ays the doctor, give ine-one of thefe cows, if 1 can re- 
- ftore him to life ?" She replied, " with all my heart." He piefrntly ordered a 
cow to be killed, and the patient to be put into tbe warm carcafe, which in a /hort 
time recovered him.

It is very probable that this print was done for Dr. 
Francis Anthony, the inventor of the Aurum potabile *, 
which was for fome time cried up as a panacea, and 
which he prefented to the world as fuch. The exceffive 
reputation of this medicine helped to fink it into con- 
tempt. It was moreover proved to have been hurtful f. 
After much fearch, I cannot find the leaft notice of John 
Anthony, a phyfician, except the fon of Dr. Francis ; 
but this cannot be the perfon here meant, as his father 
died in 162 3, (the date of the print) in the feventy-fourth 
year of his age. See the « Biographia," in which there 
is a curious account of him.

This print gives us a truer representation of Shake- 
fpeare, than feveral more pompous memorials of him ; if 
the teftimony of Ben. Johnftn may be credited, to whom 
he was personally known. Unlefs we fuppofe that poet to 
have Sacrificed his veracity to the turn of thought in his 
epigram, which is very improbable ; as he might have 
been eafily contradicted by feveral that muft have remem- 
bered 
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bered fo celebrated a perfon. The anchor of a letter from 
Stratford upon Avon, printed in the Gentleman's Maga- 
zine, about fixteen years fihce, informs us, that this h&d 
is as much like his monumental effigy, as a print can be.

" Towers," &c. is the following inscription, on a fcroll, 
to which he points with his finger: 

** Thus Britain lovM me, and preferv'd my fame, 
« Pure from 2 Barber, or a Benfon*s name." A. Po.pe. 
This monument was erected in 1741, by the direction 
of the earl of Burlington, Dr. Mead, Mr. Pope, and Mr. 
Martin., Mr. Fleetwood, and Mr. Rich, gave each a be- 
nefit towards it, from one of Shakefpeare's own plays. 
It was executed by Scheemaker, after a defign of Kent.

was one of the greateft dramatic poets of his age. He 
was familiarly acquainted with the belt ancient authors, 
from whom he has freely borrowed ; and was the firft 
that brought critical learning into vogue. He was as de- 
fecTive in tragedy, as he was excellent in comedy; .and 
that excellence is confined to a few of his works. In 
Shakcfpeare, we fee the force of genius; in Johnibn, the 
power of induftry. He is frequently deficient in the har- 
mony, and fometimes even in the meafure of his verfes. 
What appears bo be facility in hia -oooipofittons, is gene- 
rally the effect of uncommon labour. Ob. irf * Aug. 1637,

Their 
Works refemble tliofe of Moliere, in the variety and 
juftnefs of characters. In Mr. Dryden's time, two of 
their plays were a&ed for one of Shakefpeare's *. Beau- 
mont died, 161$ ; Fletcher, 1625. 

JOHANNES DONNE, quadragenarius ; Lambartfc, 
8vo. — The original was painted before he took holy orders. 

Dr. John Barwick tells us, in his M Life of Bifhop 
** Morton,'* thathefaw a portrait of Donne at Lincoln's 
Inn, all inveloped with a darkiw fliadow, his face and 
features hardly difcernible, with this ejaculation and wifh 
written thereon, " Domine illumina tenebras meas :" and 
that this wifh was afterwards accomplished, when, at the 
perfuafion of king James, he entered into holy orders.

THOMAS SACKVILLE, earl of Dorfet, &c. See

His " Gorboduc," firft publiflied under the title of 
" Ferrex and Porrex," 1565, gained him a very great 
reputation ; as it was the firft tragedy that deferved that 
name, in the Englifli language f. Both the tragedies and 
comedies written before, appear, at beft, to be only rem- 
nants of Gothicifm. There is, in this elegant perform- 
ance, a Simplicity of language, and propriety of cha- 

■ The merit of a dramatic poet it always fee n in the ftrongeft light on the ft age. 
Mr. Garrick, who thoroughly underftands Shafcefpeare, has exhibited a thousand 
of his lieautics, which bad before efcaped the mob of actors and of reader* ; and 
has ramed his fame much higher, than it was e»er carried in any former period. 
It is bard to fay whether Sbakefpeare owes more to Garrick, or Garrick to Sbake- 
fpeare.

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rafter, which are flill admired. It was republished by 
Mr. Spence, in 1736; and after that, in a Collection of 
old Flays, printed by Dodfley. 

MICHAEL DRAYTON, armiger, Mt. 50, 1613; 
W. Hole fc, four Latin verfes, Frontifp, to bis Worts, in a pot 
folio, 1619. 

The late lord Lanfdown had an original of htm, which 
he highly yalued. It was fuppofed to be done by Peter 
Oliver. 

The reputation of Drayton, in the reigns of Elizabeth 
and James I. flood on much the fame level with that of 
Cowley, in the reigns of Charles I. and II. but 1 it has de- 
clined confiderably fince that period. He frequently 
wants that elevation of thought which is eflential t« 
poetry ; though in fome of the ftanzas of his " Barons 
" Wars," he is fcarce inferior to Spenfer. In his " Eng- 
«* land's Heroical Epiftles," written in die manner of 
Ovid, he has been, in general, happier in the choice, 
than the execution of his fubje&s; yet fome of his imi- 
tations are more in the fpirit of that poet, than feveral of 
the Engliih tranflations of him. His '• Nymphidia, or* 
" Court of Fayrie," feems to have been the greateft ef- 
fort of his imagination, and is the raoft generally ad- 
mired of his works. His character among his friends was 
that of a modeft and amiable man. Ob. 1631.

Samuel Daniel fucceeded Spenfer as poet-laureat to 
queen Elizabeth > and was then thought to have merited 
the laurel, His profe, in his M Hiftory of England," baa- 
much more Simplicity and elegance than is to be found in 
the generality of the writers of his age j but his poetry is 
too proiaic to gain many admirers in the prefent. He was 
one of the grooms of the privy-chamber to Anne of 
Denmark, who was much taken with his conversation 
and writings. His poems and plays have been feveral 
times printed.

Sir Thomas Overbury, a gentleman of eminent parts 
and learning, and of judgment and experience beyond 
his years, was long the friend and confident of Robert 
Car, earl of Somerfet. His abilities were of lingular fer- 
■vice to that favourite, who did nothing without his ad- 
vice and direction ; and was accuftomed to make ufe of 
his pen in his addreffes to the king, and to his miftrefs. 
Overbury, who was naturally haughty and overbearing, 
prefumed to oppofe the earl's marriage with the counters 
of Eflex, and expected the fame deference to be paid to 
his judgment on this, as upon every other occafion. This 
opposition drew upon him the rage of the earl, and the 
fury of the countefe, who contrived to get him impri-

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foned in the Tower, and to dlfpatch him by polfort. Hi* 
poem called " The Wife," fuppofed to be written for his 
friend, is the character of a good woman ; juft the re- 
verie of the woman that he married. This poem, which 
is printed with his Characters, Sec. had gone through fix- 
teen editions, in 1638 ; the laft was published, 1753, & vo * 
Ob. Sept. 15, 1 61 3.

The works of Chapman are fcarce remembered at pre- 
fect ; though his reputation was great as a translator, efpe- 
cially among thofe who were ignorant of the Greek lan- 
guage ; and far from incottfiderabfe as a poet. He trans- 
lated Homer, Hefiod, and MufenS ; and boafts of having' 
finifhed half fair t ranfla tion of the Iliad in left than fifteen 
weeks ; a fufficient character of the performance. He 
often forayed, or affected to deviate from his author ; and 
for two Knes of his fofid fenfe, has giver* us twenty ffimfy 
lines of his owrf *. He appears to have been as confident 
of his own immortality as any of his poetical brethren fj 
and, as he was an enthufiaft in poetry, was 1 probably hap- 
pier in his ideas of pofthumous fame, than Homer him- 
fclf. A curious obferver may perceive in the courfe of 
Mr. Pope's trauflatSon that be has read Chapman's. He 
was author of a considerable number of plays. Ob. 1655, 
JEt.

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Josua Sylvester ; Teake exc. h.jb, 

Joftia Sylvefter, tranflator of « The Weeks and Works 
** of Dubaftas," was patronized by prince Henry. His 
tranflations gained him a greater reputation than his com- 
pofitions. He was no great poet, but was of a much 
more cftimable character; he was an honeft and religious 
man. Ob. 28 Sept. 1618, Mt. 55. Mr. Dryden tells us, 
that " when he was a boy, be thought inimitable Spen- 
fer a mean poet, in comparifon of Sylvefter's u Dubartas j" 
" and was rapt into an ecftacy when he read thefe lines.:" 

" Now when the winter's keener breath began 
" To chryftalize the Baltick ocean ; 

" To glaze the lakes, to. bridle up the floods, 
" And periwig with fnow the bald-pate woods."

JOANNES OWEN, Oxonienfis, &c. a fmati oval; in 
the title to his Epigrams. 

John Owen, a fchoolm after, commonly ftyled the Eng- 
lifli Martial, was an admired Latin poet in this reign. 
He publifhed feven books of epigrams, among which are 
very few genuine ones. The poignant, the lively, the 
unexpected turn of thought and exprcflion, which has 
been regularly purfued and carried to a point, is fcarcely 
to be found in the compositions of this author. It is 
evident, from the quick fate of his book, that epigrams 
could pleafe at this time, without the feafoning of At- 
tic fait*. Ob. 1623.

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JOHN DA VIES, of Hereford, made a confiderable 
figure as a poet ;'but was much more celebrated as a writing- 
mafter. His poetical pieces, which are very numerous, are 
a proof of his great ioduftry, if not of his genius. There 
is a catalogue of them in the « Athens Oxonienfes." See.

GEORGE WITHER, Mt. 21, xtfn; Will. Halle (or 
Hole) ft, iimo.

George Wither began early to difplay his rhyming ta- 
lent, which he exercifed for a long courfe of years, and 
had many admirers among readers of a lower clafs. He 
was, in feveral refpe&s, an unfuccefsful, but was ever a 
perfevering writer. He was imprifoned for his firil book, 
intitled, " Abufes whipt and ftript ;" and continued to 
write fatires in prifon. He alfo wrote his Eclogues du- 
ring his confinement, which are etteemed the beft of his 
- numerous works. He was, in the time of the Civil Wars, 
an officer in the parliament army, and was taken prifoner 
by the royalifts, and condemned to be hanged. Sir John 
Denham is fakl to have begged his life of the king, for 
this reafon ; " That there might be, in England, a worfe 
poet than himfelf." Ob. 1667, JEt. 79,

tells us, that James was not only a favourer of poets, 
but a poet himfelf ; as, fays he, " My friend matter Rich-

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** The king of Scots now living is a poet, 
*' As his Lepanto and his Furies fhew it." 

They indeed fhew fo much of his poetical character, as 
to leave us without regret that his translation of the 
Pfalms was never finifhed. James was not only a bad 
writer himfelf, but was fo unfortunate as to make many 
more; and he was the Subject of more bad poetry than 
he ever wrote. The numerous fatires and pafquils againft 
him, together with moil of their authors, are now for- 
gotten *.

MARIA SIDNEY, com. Pembrok. J. de Courbes f.

Maria Sidnet, Henrici comit Pembrocia: conjux ; S. Psf- 
fausfc. i6i&; David's Pfalms in her bands ; 4/0. 

Mary, coimtefs of Pembroke, was daughter of Sir 
Henry, and litter to' Sir Philip Sidney. The ties of con- 
sanguinity betwixt this ilhiftrlous brother and fitter, were 
ftrengthened by rriendflap, the cftecr of congenial fenti- 
ments, and Similitude of manners. She tranilated from 
the French, Momay's " Difcovrfe of Life and Death," 
and ** The Tragedie of Autoine," both which were 
printed in the former reign. Her greateft work was a 
tranflation of the Pfalms, which is faid to be preferred in 
manuscript, in the library at WHton f. She was fuppofed 
to have had fome affiftance in this work, from Dr. Ba-

He fecmcd to 
want only the leifure which Sir Ifaac Newton enjoyed, 
and his knowledge in geometry, to have made as fur* 
prifing difcoveries as that great man did*. He had, 
however, the glory of being the firft adventurer to the 
new world of fcience, and difcovering fuch mines of 
knowledge as will never be exhaufted. We can hardly 
believe that the excels of bounty and generofity, and the 
loweft kind of avarice, could fublifl in fo great a perfon; 
who will live in his works as long as books endure, and 
will as long remain a monument of ftrength of mind.

He faid, with great calmnefs, 
to fome of his friends, who deplored his confinement,

** itfelf was but a larger prjfon, out of which fome were

Tom Coryate, of vain-gloritfos memory, was a man of 
a remarkable qocrity of afpeft '*, and of as Angular a 
character. He had learning, but he wanted judgment ; 
which is alone equivalent to all die other faculties of the 
mind. He travelled over a great part of Europe on foot, 
and diftiuguiihed himfelf by walking nine hundred miles 
with one pair of fhoes, which, as he informs us, he got 
mended at Zurich. He afterwards travelled into the 
Eaftern countries ; and feems to have been- at leaft as fru- 
gal in meat and drink, as he was in (hoes ; as he tells his 
mother in a letter to her, that in his ten months travels 
betwixt Aleppo and the Mogul's court, fee fpent but throe 
pounds, living « reafonably well" for about two-pence a 
day. He fometimes ventured his life., by his ill-timed 
zeal for chriftianity, having, on ftveral occafions, publicly- 
declared Mahomet to be an impottor. He delivered an 
oration to the Mogul in the Perfian language, and fpoke 
that of Indoflan with fncH volubility, that he was an 
overmatch for a notorious fcold in her mother tongue J. 
He, like other coxcombs, died without knowing himfelf

JOHN DAVIE S, of Hereford, Frontifp. to one of his 
Copy Books; ^to. 

John Davies, writing-mafter to prince Henry, was,, 
during his life-time, at the head of his profeffion. He 
was a correft writer of the Roman, fecretary, court, text, 
and mixed hands ; and was much admired for his prodi- 
gious quickqefs in writing the running hand. He alfo 
wrote in fo fmall a character, that it required a magnify- 
. iag glafe So read It. Ob. cite. itf 18. He was, after his 
.death, exceeded in all the branches of his art by Gething, 
his fcholar. The art of writing was little cultivated jn 
England, before the reign of Elizabeth, who wrote a 
goodhand; fo did her tutor, Roger Afcham. Her fa- 
ther, Henry VIII. wrote a wretched fcrawl, not unlike 
that iphich is called «* the devil's hand-writing" in Afli- 
mole's Mufeum. There is a good fpecimen of it in the 
firft volume of Stevens's Supplement to Dugdale's Mo- 
nafticon. Dr. Burnet, in his letter from Rome, fays, that

Upon Prannel's deceafe, 
who lived but a ihort time after his marriage, fhe was 
courted by Sir George Rodney, a weft-country gentle- 
man, to whofe addreffes fhe feemed to liften; but foon 
deferted him, and was married to Edward, earl of Hert- 
ford.

She built Chatfworth, Hardwick, and Oldcotes, three 
magnificent feats in Derbylhire.

tions feem to argue a revenue little left than royal. She 
founded two hospitals, nod repaired, or built, feven 
churches, and fix caftles ; that of Pendragon * ftill re- 
tains a magnificence fukable to the dignity of its ancient 
inhabitant. Her fpirited letter to Sir Jofoph Williamfon 
in the ** Royal and Noble Authors f," contains but three 
lines, but they are matter ftrokes, and ftrongly expreffive 
of her character.

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REMARKS on DRESS, &c. 

Henry Vera, the gallant carl of Oxford, was the ffrft 
aioblernan that appeared at court, in the reign of James, 
with a hat and white feather; which was fame times worn 
by the king himfelf *. 

The long lore-lock ftems to have been firft in fafhion 
among the beaus in this reign, who fomctimes ftuck flow- 
ers in their earsf. 

William, earl of Pembroke, a man far from an effe- 
minate charaAer, is.reprefented with ear-rings. 

James appears to have left the beard in much the fame 
ftate as he found it, on his acceflion to the throne. 

The cloak, a drefs of great antiquity J, was more worn 
in this, than in any of the preceding reigns. It conti- 
nued to be in fafhion after the reftoration of Charles II. 

It is well known that James I. ufed to hunt in a ruff 

and trowfers. 

"We learn from Sir Thomas Overbnry, that yellow flock- 
ings were worn by fome of the ordinary gentlemen in the 
country $. 

Silk garters, puffed in a large knot, were worn below 
the knees, and knots, or rofes, in the fhoes.

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Wilfcm informs us, that the countefs of Effex, after 
her divorce, appeared at court " in the habit of a vir- 
" gin, with her hair pendant almoft to her feet :" the 
prioccfs Elizabeth, with much more propriety, wore hers 
in the fame manner, when fhe went to be married to the 
prince Palatine. 

The head of the countefs of Effex feems to be op- 
prefled with ornaments*; and (he appears to have ex- 
pofed more of the bofom than was fees in an; former 
period. 

The ladies began to indulge a ftrong paffion for foreign 
laces in the reign of James f, which rather increafed than 
abated, in fncccedmg generations. 

The ruff and farthingale ftill continued to be worn. 
Yellow fiarch for ruffs, firil invented by the French, and 
adapted to the fallow complexions of that people, was 
introduced by Mrs. Turner, a phyfician's widow, who 
had a pri ncip al hand in. pfifaning Sir Thomas Overbury,. 
This vain and infamous woman, who went to be hanged 
in a ruff of that colour J, helped to fnpport the fafliion,. 
as long as fhe was able. It began to decline upon her 
execution. 

The ladies, like thofe of Spain, were bammed from- 
court, during the reign of James, which was, perhaps, 
a. reafon why drefs underwent very little alteration du- 
ring that period.

It appears from portraits, that long coats were worn 
by boys, till they were feven or eight years of age. We 
are told by dean Fell, that the famous Dr. Hammond was 
in long coats, when he was fent to Eton fchool |. 

When James came to the crown, there was in the ward- 
robe, in the Tower, a great variety of dreffes of our 
ancient kings; which, to the regret of antiquaries, were 
foon given away and difperfed {. ■ Such a collection muft 
have been of much greater ufe to the ftudious in venera- 
ble antiquity, than a review of the " ragged regiment" 
in Weftminfter Abbey §.

Chriftian V. his 
fon, fucceeded to the crown by hereditary right.

Maurice of Naflau, prince of Orange, fucceeded his 
father in the government of the United Provinces, at the 
age of fixteen. He, in a few years, became one of the 
greateft generals of his time, and completely executed the 
noble plan of liberty which his father had formed, by re- 
ducing the Spaniards to a neceflity of making peace.

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Upon this the Hollanders concluded a treaty with them, 
on the foot of free provinces. He took near forty towns, 
and as many fortrefles, and won a considerable number 
of pitched battles. But the ftrongeft proof of his capa- 
city, was his forcing Alexander Farnefe, who had fuc- 
ceeded before in all his enterprifes, to f aife the . fiege of 
Bergen op Zoom. The young nobility and gentry went 
from all parts of Europe to learn the art of war under 
him.

he afiurned the name of Urban VIII. and after the exam- 
ple of Sixtus V. his patron, made a firict enquiry into 
abufes which had been committed long before \.

MAXIMILIAN DE BETHUNE, &c Edelinck 
fc.h.Jb. 

Maximilian de Bethune, marquis of Rofni, and after- 
wards duke of Sully, was fentambaflador from Henry IV. 
of France, to James I. upon his acceffion to the throne. 
He was juftly celebrated for his great induftry and capa- 
city ; and was rather an intimate friend and confident of 
his mailer, than his prime minifter. He had a more ten- 
der regard for the fame of that prince, than he had him- 
felf ; ventured to oppofe his moft violent paftions, when 
derogatory from his honour or intereft; and even dared to 
tear in pieces, before his face, the marriage contract which 
he had prepared for the marchionefs of Verneuil, with 

St- Paul WW fuppofed to aflt Mm, whither he wis going. Hii anfwer wm, " from 
" Rome, at faft as pofllble ; ai I expect to be called to in account for denying my 
" mafter." St. Paul replied, f I will not be long after you, u I am ai likely to 
'" be queflioned for perfecuting tbe christian i."

There, 
perhaps, never was a man who had fo much art as Gonda- 
mor, with fo little appearance of it. 

JOHN ODEN BARNEVELT, (ambaffador from 
the States of Holland) R. Bftrackcfc. 

Barnevelt, a man of great abilities, and in fome re- 
fpe&s comparable to the celebrated De Wit, had long the 
chief administration of affairs in Holland. He, at the

cited the fears and jealoufies of the people, by reprefent- 
ing to them the danger their civil and religious liberties 
were in, from the exceflive power lodged in the prince. 
But by the addrefs of Maurice, that fa&ion was foon 
fupprefied, and Barnevelt and his adherents, of which 
Grotius was one, were committed to prifon. Barnevelt 
was foon executed, but Grotius, after fome time, efcapcd 
in a cheft, which his wife pretended was full of books.

Grotius began to write elegant verfes at an age when 
children are ufually learning to fpell. His various talents 
as a poet, a critic, a civilian, and a commentator, are 
known to all the learned world. He has, in his excell- 
ent book ** On the Truth of the Chriftian Religion," re- 
duced into a narrow compaft, the arguments which lay 
fcattered and diffufed in other apologifts, and has added 
many of his own *. He was fent into England in be- 
half of the remonftrants, who chofe a mod able advo- 
cate to plead their canfe. Grotius was a great matter of 
the Arminian controverfy ; but was, for too forward a 
difplay of his arguments 00 this fabjed, cenfured by 
archbifhop Abbot as a conceited pedant. See the archbi-

Upon his arrival, he addrefied himfelf to that 
prelate, who placed him in Baliol College, where he ftu- 
died the Latin and Englifh tongues. In 1622, he re- 
turned into his own country ; and upon CyrilJ's advance- 
ment to the patriarchate of Conftantinople, he fucceeded 
him in that of Alexandria.

He was verfed in the know- 
ledge of men, as well as books ; tranfactcd the moil im- 
portant affairs for thofe of his own communion, and pre- 
fixed in feveral fynods in France. Dr. Morley, afterwards 
bifiiop of Winchefter, was particularly acquainted with 
him, when he was abroad. He died in 1650, in the fe- 
venty-cighth year of his age. His commentaries on the 
Scriptures, and his .polemical pieces, are the moft confi- 
derable of his works, which were printed at Rotterdam, 
the year after his death, in three volumes folio. 

PHILIPPUS CLUVERIUS, &c. JEt. 40. Before 
fits « ftal'ta Jntiquai" fol.

This celebrated perfon was not only better acquainted 
with the geography of the world than any man of his 
■ time, but feems alfo to have been better Jkilled in the 
languages of it ; he being able to {peak no lefs than ten.

College, brought him to Oxford, where he wrote part of 
his works, of which there is a catalogue in the *' Athens 
* Oxonicnfcs." He died at Leyden, 1623.

This unhappy prince carried the regal power to an 
, enormous height, at a conjuncture very unfavourable to 
defpotifm : the republican part of the conftitution, in its 
turn, made as large encroachments upon monarchy. 
Hence a. violent ftxuggle betwixt liberty and prerogative 
occafioned one of the moft calamitous wars in the hiftory 
of mankind. If we confider Charles as a monarch, we 
muft, in fomc inftances, give him up to cenfure ; if as an 
accomplished perfon, we admire him ; if as a mafter, a fa- 
ther, and a hufband, we efteem and love him ; if as a man 
who bore his misfortunes with magnanimity, we pity 
and refpeft him. He would have made a much better 
figure in private life, than he did upon a throne. Be- 
headed 30 Jan. 1648-9.

Prince Rupert came over from Holland to the affiftance 
of the king his uncle, about the time of his erecting the 
royal ftandard at Nottingham. He pouefled, in a high 
degree, that kind of courage which Is better to attack than 
defend j and islefs adapted to the land-fervice, than that 
of the fea, where precipitate valour is in its element. 
.He feldom engaged but he gained the advantage, which 
he generally loft by purfuing it too far. He was better 
qualified to ftorm a citadel, or even mount a breach, than 
patiently to fuftain a fiege; and would have f urn Lined an 
excellent hand to a general of a cooler head. He fur- 
rendered the city of Briftol to Sir Thomas Fairfax, alrnoft 
as fopn as he appeared before it ; upon which the king 
deprived him of all his commifhons. See more of him 
in the next reign. 

Prince MAURICE, third fon of the king of Bohe- 
mia, entered into the fervice of Charles I. about the fame time 
with his brother.

The princefs L O U I S A has much the fame title to thtf 
firft clafs of female artifts, that her filler has to that of the 
learned ladies. Her paintings are highly efteemed by the 
turtous ; not only for their rarity, but their merit ; and are 
to be feen in foreign cabinets with the works of the greateft 
matters.

The earl of Arundel intended to have a family-piece 
painted by Vandyck, like the famous one at Wilton ; and he 
actually drew a defign for it, which was never executed. 
Fruytiers did a fmall picture after it, from which Virtue 
engraved the plate *. In the print is reprefented the 
fhield which the great duke of Tufcany prefeuted to the 
«arl of Surry, before he entered the lifts in honour of 
the fair Giraldine. ' This fhield was in the pofleffion of the 
laft earl of Stafford, who, in his life time, made a prefect 
of it to the duke of Norfolk. 

Thomas Howard, earl of Arundel, was employed in 
' feveral embaflies in this, and the former reign. He ac- 
quired in Italy an elegant tafte for painting and architec- 
ture ; and above all for ancient ftatues, of which he was

His fciute was. (o much 
eugroJTcd by his favourite amufements, that he had Sel- 
dom teifure or inclination to vifit the court Like the 
Italians, he feems to have looked upon fucb as. had no 
tafte for the arts, as Goths and barbarians, and ufed- to 
fay that " he that could not defign a little, would never 
" make an honeft nan *." He would have fpoken more 
to the purpoXc, if he had faid, that he would never make 
»n accompliihed one. He was the firft of his. country- 
men that introduced uniformity of building, and is 
efteemed the father of the virtu in England.

His character was rather that of a coun- 
try fquire, than a man of quality; as during his retire- 
ment at Wilton, his only occupation and delight were 
with dogs and horfes. He was choleric, boifterous, and 
abfurd ; and'it has been obferved of him, that when he 
was lord-chamberlain, he broke many wifer heads than 
his own.

Edward SackviIIe, earl of Dorfet, was third fon of Ro-^ 
bert, earl of Dorfet, and grandfon to the lord-treafurer 
in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I. f He was one of 
the chief commanders of the forces fent to- the affiftance 
of the king of Bohemia, in 1620 ; and the next year, 
he fucceeded lord Herbert, as ambaflador to the court of 
France.

The marquis of Winchefter made a garrifon for the king,^-^* 
of his feat at Baling in Hampfhire, which he defended 
with prodigious courage and refolution for two years. 
This ftately palace, the plunder of which was valued at 
two hundred thoufand pounds, was ^aken and levelled with 
the ground- by Cromwell ; and the action is numbered 
among his greateft exploits. The journal of the {Lege of 
Baling Houfe * is one of the rood eventful pieces of hif- 
tory during the Civil War. The marquis lies buried at 
Englefield in- Berkshire, where he greatly- enlarged the 
manor houfe,, the front of which refembles the face of a 
church organ, and is very confpicuous. to all that pafs the 
road betwixt Reading and Newbury.

17 ' The marquis of Newcaftle, who was alfo governor to 
oa. 1*43. tnc prince f Wales, was fo attached to the mufes, that 
he could not, like the marquis of Hertford, leave them 
behind him : he muft carry them to the camp, and make 
Davenant, the poet laureat, his lieutenant-general of the 
ordnance. Upon the eruption of the Civil War, he 
raifed a very confiderable army in the northern counties, 
with which he was fuccefsful againft the parliament forces, 
and defeated Ferdinando, lord Fairfax, at Adderton 
tfi+s- Moor : but his fubfequent conduct has been juftly cen- 

fured, and.feems to have contributed greatly to the ruin 
of the king's affairs. After the defeat at Marfton Moor, 
he tranfported himfelf beyond the feas, and was, during 
the Interregnum, chiefly at Antwerp, where he atnufed 
himfelf with writing books. He was matter of many 
accompli fhments, and was much better qualified for a 
court, than a camp. He underftood horfemanlhip, mu- 

fic, 
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lie, and poetry ; but was a better horfeman than mufician, 
and 3 better mqfician than poet.

The earl of Worcefter, when he was about eighty years Cttlt< 
of age, raifed the firft horfe that were levied for Charles I. J*** 1 
in the Civil War ; and entered into his fervice with all the 
ardour of a volunteer. No man of his years feemed ever 
to have retained more of the fire and activity of youth ; 
■nd the readinefs and fprightlinefit of his wit are faid to 
have been no left extraordinary. His caftle of Ragland, 
which had feveral times been a place of refuge for the 
king, was taken after he had bravely defended it in per- 
fon ; and the terms of capitulation were fhamefully vio- 
lated. This was the laft garrifon in England that held 
out for his majefty. He died in the cuftody of the par- 
liament's black rod, in December, 1647 *, in the eighty- 
fourth year of his age. He was remarkable for the An- 
gularity of wearing a frize coat, in which he always was 
. drefled when he went to court.

He was a 
leading member of the houfe of lords ; and was thought 
to have a reach of understanding fuperior to any of his 
party. His death, which happened on the ninth of May, 
1641, was regretted as an irreparable lofs to the -king, as 
no man had it fo much in his power to reft rain the oat- 
rage of the popular leaders. He was the principal un- 
dertaker of the great work of draining the fens in the 
counties of Northampton, Cambridge, Huntingdon,

After many fignal exploits, he was killed valiantly 
fighting, at Hopton Heath, having rejected, with difdain, 
an offer of quarter from the enemy.

Lionel Cranfield, earl of Middlefex, who was bred in j^*- — 
the Cuftom Houfc, was well verfed in the theory and 
practice of trade. By the intereft of the duke of Buck- 
ingham, his kinfinan, he was, in the late reign, advanced 
to the office of lord high- treasurer. He murmured at the 
expence of the journey to Spain, which gave great of- 
fence to the duke ; and was, in feveral inftances, lefs ob- 
fequious than that favourite had ufually found his crea- 
tures. Middlefex, who had great pride, thought it be- 
neath a lord-treafurer to be a tool of the duke of Buck- 
ingham, though he was a lord-treafurer of his own 
making. He was queftioned in parliament, and found 
guilty of malverfatioo in his office : upon which his trea- 
• furcr's ftaff was taken from him ; he was rendered inca- 
. pable of fitting in the houfe of peers, and heavily fined. 
The duke feems to have gratified his revenge, and more- 
over to have had an eye to his intereft in this profecution, 
as he is faid to have had the earl's houfe at Chelfea, for 
his own fliare of the fine *.

In the latter 
end of the reign of James, he was fent ambaffador to 
France, where he negotiated the treaty of marriage be- 
twixt Charles and Henrietta Maria. His handfome per- 
fon, gallant behaviour, and courtly addrefs, are thought 
to have made an early impreflion upon the heart of that 
princefs, of whom he is known to have been a diftin- 
guifhed favourite f. His conduct was fo various with 
refpeft to the king and parliament, that neither party had 
the leait regard for him ; if they did not both look upon 
him as their enemy. He made a ralh and feeble effort for 
the king, a little before he was beheaded ; and foon after 
fell himfelf, but unlamented, by the hand of the execu- 
tioner.

ijcu.i.* felf among the foremoft of the popular leaders, in the 
houfe of commons, of a fudden attached himfelf to the' 
• king. He was foon after called to the houfe of peers, 
was made Jord-prefident of the North, and lord-lieote- . 
naot of Ireland. He was great from his honours and 
preferments ; but much greater in, and from himfelf. 
The defertiou from his party, the elevation of his rank, 
the plenitude of his power, and the dread of his abilities,, 
rendered him, in the higheft degree, obnoxious to the pa- 
triots, who perfecuted him. with unrelenting hatred. He 
. pleaded his caufe, upon his trial, with a clearnefs and 
ftrengtb-of reafort, that muft hare acquitted htm in any 
court, but fuch as was determined to condemn him* 
When, he faw that the force of argument was not likely 
to prevail, he had recourfe to the pathetic, of which, he 
was a great matter. Such were the powers of his elo- 
quence, that many who fincerely hated the prime minif- 
ter, as fincerely pitied the man. In the laft dreadful fcene 
of his life, he acquitted himfelf with a greatnefs of 
mind, fuitable to the dignity of his character. His ene- 
mies exprefled a malignant joy upon this occafion ; but . 
his difmayed and affrighted friends considered his .death 
as a prelude only to more executions *. Beheaded the 
twelfth of May, 1641.

This excellent young nobleman, 
who was as much efteemed for his virtues in private life, 
as he was admired for his valour and conduct in the field, 
was killed at'the battle of Rowton Heath near Chefter, 
having firft fecnred the retreat of the king, whofe per- 
fon was in great danger.

firft books of " Caflandra" from the French, See the 
Interregnum.

He was a 
colonel in the parliament fer'vice, at Edge Hill ; where, 
as we are informed by. Walker, he hid himfelf in a faw 
pit f. He, with the earl of Rutland, Sir Henry Vane 
the elder, and feveral others, was appointed areGdent 
commii&oner at Edinburgh, to attend the parliament of 
Scotland ; as the Scots had their refident coramLQioncrs 
at London, to attend the Englith parliament $. In the 
next reign, he was imprifoned in the Tower, for calling 
in qucftiou the legality of the Long Parliament of 
Charles II.

On 
the feftival of St. Chad, to whom the cathedral of Lich- 
field is dedicated, he ordered his men to ftorm the ad- 
joining clofc, whither lord Chefterfield had retired with 
a body of the king's forces. But before his orders could

This hiftory was under- 
taken by the command of James I. who had a high opi- 
nion of the author's abilities.- Upon expreffing a diffi- 
dence to James, about that part of it which relates to his 
mother, and which had been the ftumbting block of 
former hrftorians, he replied, " Speak the truth man, 
M and fpare not." This prelate prefided in the aflemblies 
of Aberdeen and Perth, and had a principal hand in in- 
troducing the Liturgy, and reftoring uniformity to the 
church of Scotland. He died in England, in 1639, in 
the feventy-fourth year of his age.

The moft valuable of 
his numerous works, is his *' Annals of the Old and New 
** Teftament,'* which is printed in Latin, and in EngHfli. 
One of the lead confiderable, is his « Body of Divinity,'* 
which was compofed in the early part of his life, and 
publifhed without his confent. He was fo affected with 
the execution of Charles I. that he fainted. He is faid to 
have foretold the Refioration, . and feveral other great 
events. His admirers were not content with his being a 
great antiquary, hiftorian, and divine, but they muft 
make a prophet of him.

His primitive virtues 
could not overbalance the prejudice conceived by fome 
againit hts learning, which was not apoftolicaL Lloyd 
tells us in his ** Memoirs," that he died the twenty-fe- 
cond of June, 11643 ; and in the next page, that he died 
in 1640 : he was right at firft.

William Chillingworth, chancellor of the church ofprcmot«* 
Salisbury, was juftly efteemed theacuteft, and clofeft dif- *&$** 
putant of his time. Of this he has given abundant proof, 
in his ** Religion of Protectants, a fafe Way to Salvation ; 
« or an Anfwer to a Book intitled, «* Mercy and Truth, 
«* or Charity maintained by Catholiques.** The author, 
' in'his anfwer, like an expert fencer, parries every blow 
of his antagoniit, and putties at him at the fame time. 
In this celebrated work, we are not to look for elegance, 
but truth. He expofes the falfe and delufive arts of fo- 
phiftry and rhetoric ; ftrips them of all their ornaments, 
and prefents them to our eyes, in their natural deformity. 
In the time of the Civil War he displayed his talent as an 
engineer. But the machines which he caufed to be made 
in the Roman manner, though fuflkient proofs of his 
genius, were not attended with the fuccefs which was 
expected from them. ChiUingworth, Tillotfon, and other 

great 
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great men, who have employed the force of reafon in re- 
ligion, though under a proper restraint, have been branded 
with Socinianifm. Ob. Jan. 1643-4.

William Alabafter, wbo received his education in the 
uiuycrfity of Cambridge, was one of the beft Latin po- 
ds of this age *. He was alfo particularly eminent for 
his £kill in the Greek and Oriental languages. He was, 
for a fliort time, a convert to the church of Rome, and 
publifhed /even motives for his converfion ; but he foon 
faw many more for his returning to the church of Eng- 
land. He applied himfelf much to caballiftic learning, 
which is admirably contrived to make the Scriptures 
fpeak any fenfe, or no fenfe at all f. The test of the 
fcrmon which he preached for his doctor's degree, was 
the firft verfe, of the firft chapter, of the firft book of 
Chronicles, namely, Adam, Sheth, Enofh. The moft 
confiderable of his works, is his " Lexicon Pentaglot- 
■■* ton ;" upon which he was employed many years. His 
higheft preferment in the church, was a prebend of St. 
Paul's. Ob. April, 1640.

George Herbert, fifth fon of Richard Herbert, Efq. and 
brother of Edward, lord Herbert, of Cherbury, waa 
public orator of the univerfity of Cambridge, in the. 
reign of James I. who was a great admirer of his abili- 
ties. While the king lived* be attended the court ; but 
foon after his death, he took holy orders, and was pre- 
sented to the rectory of Bemerton, near Salisbury, where 
he was a mod examplary parith pried .-. but, to the regret 
of all that knew him, he died in lefs than three years- 
after his ordination. He, on bis death-bed, commended 
his poems to the prefs. The great lord Bacon had fuck 
an opinion of his judgment, that be would sot fuffer his 
works to be printed before they had pafled his examina- 
tion. We are credibly informed, that Mr. Pope fre- 
quently read his poems for the fame reafon that Virgil 
•■ read the works of Ennius f. But fuch was his character* 

that we cannot but revere fo great and good a man, as- 
little as- we efteem his poetry. The vcrfes quoted by 
archbifhop Tillotfon, in his fecond fcrraon on Joftiua 24, 
15, have been attributed to him ; but they are from lord 
Brook*s Tragedy of Alaham.

He was particularly eminent for his knowledge in 
philology and hiftory, the latter of which was his great- 
eft excellence. He read over the Greek and Latin hifto- 
rians, and paflcd his judgment upon them all *. He 
alfo compofed a very ingenious work in thirty-two chap-

This humble and pious man was bred in Saint John's 
College in Cambridge, where he was eminent for his 
preaching. In 1618, he was, for his excellent talent that 
way, chofen preacher of Gray's Inn, andin 1626, elected 
matter of Catharine Hall, to which he was a great bene- 
factor. He found that fociety in a very declining ftate ; 
but it foon began to flourifh under his care. He was au- 
thor of feveral books of practical divinity, of which the

Daniel Featly, or Fairclougb* was fon of a cook of 
Corpus Chrifii College in Oxford, and one of its greateft 
ornaments f. He had the honour to fpeak a funeral ora- 
tion before the College, upon the death of Dr. Rainolds, 
the celebrated and much lamented mafter of it : and he 
entertained the archbiihop of Spalato when he was at 
the univerfity, with a public exercife ; on both which oc- 
cafions he acquitted him&lf with great applauie. He at- 
tended Sir Thomas Edmonds in his embafi'y to France,. 
where he had fevexal difputes with the Sorbonifis ; as he 
afterwards had with Fiiher, the Jefuit, in England. He 
was both a vehement, and an acute difputant; qualities 
which rarely meet in the fame perfon. His writings* 
which are chiefly controverfial, are levelled againft the 
papifts, and the fe&aries. He fo exafperated the latter, 
that they threw him into prifon, where unwholefome air, 
bad diet, and worfe treatment, fobn broke his conftitu-

In the former part of his life, he was 
profeffedly an Arminiaa ; but afterwards became a rigid 
antinomian. In 1642, he left Brinkworth, and retired to

By exceflive application, he contracted 
a diftemper that foon brought him to his grave. His Ser- 
mons, &c. were reprinted in 1689, with the Dames of

This book was tranflafed into High Dutch 
by Theodore Haak, who alfo translated the firft fix books 
of Milton's " Paradife Loft" into that language, for 
which performance he was much complimented by Fa- 
bricius, a celebrated divine at Heidelburg. The transla- 
tor is faid to have projected the firft plan of the Royal 
Society.

Edmund Calamy was educated at Pembroke Hall in 
Cambridge, where he laid the foundation of that great 
learning, for which he was afterwards diftinguifhed. He 
was Sometime domeftic chaplain to Nicholas Felton, bi- 
Ihop of Ely ; and was, upon the death of 'William Fen- 
nel* 
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ner, prefented, by the earl of Warwick, to the rectory 
of Roehford, in Kent. His next preferment was to the 
church of St. Mary, Alderman bury, where he continued 
till the time of the ejection of the nonconformifts, after 
the Reftoration. His natural and acquired abilities qua- 
lified him to be the leader of the prefbyterians. He pre- 
fided over the city minifters in their meetings ; was the 
moll active of their members in the aflembly of divines; 
and was, in effect, the' Baxter of this reign. But his 
writings, which are chiefly practical, are not near fo nu- 
merous as Baxter's. He was one of the writers againit 
the Liturgy * ; bat was not fo captious as fame of the 
ndncdnformifts, who 'were inclined to quarrel with the 
Te Deum, -and " correct the Magnificat," only becaufe 
they were iifed in the ftrvice of the church of Kome. 
He dared to cenfnre the conduct of Cromwell to his 
face ; and was never known to be intimidated where he 
thought his duty was concerned f . He went to fee the 
ruins of the city of London, after the dreadful fire, in 
1666 ; and was fo deeply affected with the fight, that it 
brdke his heart J.

William Cartwright was Ion of a gentleman of 
broken fortune, who was reduced .to .keep an inn at Gi- 
rencefter in Glocefterftiire. He had the irighaft reputation 
of any man of his time in the univerfity of Oxford 
for poetry, oratory, and philoibphy. His * Royal Slave" 
was acted before the king and queen, by his faliow- 
fludents of Chrift Church ; of whom the moft applauded 
was Mr. Bufby, afterwards the celebr-ated mafler of Weft- 
minfter fchool. Wit, -learning, judgment, elocution, a 
graceful perfon and behaviour, occasioned that well 
known encomium of him from dean. Fell, « That Jie was 
•* the utmoft that man could come to." This inftance of 
the perfe&ion of human nature, was aifo an inftance of 
the vanity of it. He was fuddenly (batched away by a 
fever in the prime of life, on the twenty-ninth of No- 
vember, 1643, and had the honour to be regretted by his 
fovereign and his queen, who were in Oxford at -the time 
of his death. Abraham Wright, fellow of St. John's 
College in that univerfity, publifhed five fermons, in the 
feveral ftyles of bifttop Andrews, bifliop Hall, Dr. Jafper

William Oughtred, rector of Aldbury in Surry, was 
generally reputed the greateft mathamatician of his age 
and country. He was by no means deficient in the pur- 
suit of fuch ftudies as more immediately related to his 
profeffion ; but feems to have been carried to the mathe- 
matics, by an irreGftible force of genius. He invented 
feveral ufeful inftruments, and compofed many excellent 
pieces on mathematical fubjects. But his matter-piece is 
his «* Clavis Mathematical' which he drew up for his pu- 
pil, the lord William Howard, fon of Thomas, earl of 
Arundel. This work is thought to be fo perfect as fcarce 
to admit of improvement ; and what ferves inftead of 
every other encomium, the general plan of it has been 
adopted by Sir Ifaac Newton. He was the firft that gave 
a turn for mathematical ftudies to the univerfity of Cam- 
bridge ; and his ** Clavis" was introduced by Seth Ward, 
who lectured his pupils in it. He fometimes amufed him- 
felf with archery; but his very ftudy feems to have had 
a good effect upon his health ; as the mathematics were 
not only recreation to him, but Epicurifm. He was 
fprightly and active at above eighty years of age ; and if 
we may believe Mr. Collier, died in an ecftacy of joy 
upon hearing of the reftoration of Charles II. Ob. 1660, 
jEt. 86.

William Whatelie, or Whately, a Calvinift, was many 
years vicar of Banbury in Oxford (hire.

As he ever appeared to fpeak from his heart, 
his femions were felt as veil as heard, and were attended 
with fiaitable effects *. His piety was of a very extraor- 
dinary ftraiti, as appears from his book " Of the Cum-

of May, 1639, much lamented by his parishioners. Thcfe 
tines are part of his epitaph :

John Rogers, a puritan divine, andminifterof Dedham 
in Effex, was as popular a preacher as any of his time. 
His congregation, upon lecture days, was generally an 
affemblage from atl the country round ; and his church, 
was not only thronged, but fometimes furrounded by 
fuch as could not get admittance. Calamy,iu his account 
of the life of Mr. Giles Firmin, informs Us, « that hi 
" was converted when he was a fchool-boy by Mr. John. 
" Rogers o£ Dedham. He went late upon a lecture day, 

. " and crowded to get m. Mr. Rogers taking notice of 
** his earneftnefc, with a youth or two more, for room, 
" with his ufual freedom cried out, " Here are fome 

. " youag ones come for Chriftt will nothing ferve you 
** but you mnfl hare Chrift ? Then you fhall have him,** 
** &c" which ferraon made inch an impreffion upon him, 
« that he thence dated his converfion."

Henry Burton, becaufe he could not arrive at fuch a 
height of preferment in the church as he afpircdto, con- 
ceived an implacable hatred againft the church itfelf, He 
wrote and preached againft the hierarchy, and the ad- 
miniftration, with all the fpleen of difappointed ambi- 
tion; and was jointly concerned in a feditious and fchif- 
matical libel with Prynne and Baftwicfc. The punifli-

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ment Of thcfe men, who were of the three great profeP 
fions, was ignominous and fevere ; they were pilioriedi 
fined, and baniflied #. Though they were never objects, 
of efleem, they foon became objects of pity," ,. The in- 
dignity and the feverity of their punifhment gave gene- 
ral offence ; and they were no longer regarded "as crimi- 
nals, but confeffors.

Jeremiah Burroughes was educated at Cambridge ; but 
was obliged to quit that univerfity for nonconformity.. 
He, for fbme time, (heltered fiimfelf under the hofpitable 
roof of the earl of Warwick f» and- afterwards retired to 
Holland, and was elected minifter of an Englilh congre- 
gation at Rotterdam. About the beginning of the Ci- 
vil War, he returned to England ; not to preaeh fedition, 
like feme of his nonconforming brethren, but peace j 
for which he earneftly prayed and laboured. His " Ire- 
'• nicum** was one of the laft fubje&s upon which he- 
preached. His inceffant labours, and his grief for the 
diftracKons of the times, contributed to haften his death. 
He was a man of learning, candour, and modefty, and

Henry Jeffey, an eminent puritan divine, received his 
education in St. John's College in Oxford. He was a 
noted preacher, and author of feveral practical pieces, 
which he distributed among his brethren. The moil 
confiderable of his numerous works are, ** The Scripture 
" Calendar," &c. which was feveral times printed : his 
** Defcription and Explanation of two hundred and fixty- 
" eight Places in Jerusalem, and the Suburbs thereof." 
This was likewife reprinted. He alfo poblifhed feveral 
tracts relative to the work of grace, and converfion of 
divers perfons, both young and old, betides his own 
** Experiences." He was alfo author of ** The Lord's 
" loud Call to England : being a true Relation of fome 
*' late various and wonderful Judgments, or handy 
** "Works of God, by Earthquake, Lightning," &c. 
1660. " This book (fays Mr. Wood) begins with cer- 
** tain matters relating to Oxon, which being very falfe, 
w the reader cannot otherwife but judge the reft fo to be. 
•* In 1661, came out an impofture of a molt damnable de- 
** fign, called, M Mirabilis Annus, or the Year of Pro- 
« digies and Wonders," &c. and in 1662, the firft and 
** fecond part of " Annus mirabilis fecundus," and pro- 
•* bably other parts, but fuch I have not yet feen. When 
•' thefe came out, which were advanced by feveral hands, 
** it was only fuppofed that Henry Jeffie had a principal 
" fhare in them, &c. At length paying his laft debt to 
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•** nature, 4. Sept. 1663, being then accounted the oracle 
** and idol of the faction, he was, on the feventh of the 
" fame month, laid to fleep with his fathers, in a hole 
" made in the yard joining to Old Bedlam, near Moor- 
•*' fields, in the fuburbs of London, attended with a 
" ftrange medley of fanatics, (moftly anabaptifts) that 
" met upon the very point of time, all at the fame in* 
*' ftant, to do honour to their departed brother. Some 
years after, came out " A wort Account of his Life and 
** Death," &c. but full of ridiculous and abfurd cant- 
« ings ; to which is annexed an Elegy on Mr. William 
*' Bridge." The foregoing quotation is introduced here, 
as a fpecimen of the iiyle of Mr. Wood, when he fpeaks 
of the nonconformifts."

William Ames, a learned independent divine, was edu- 
cated at Chrift's College in Cambridge, under the fa- 
mous William Perkins. He, in the late reign, left the 
univerfity, and foon after the kingdom, on account of 
nonconformity, and retired to the Hague. He had not 
been long refident there, before he was invited to accept 
of the divinity chair in the univerfity of Franeker in 
Kriefland, which he filled with admirable abilities for 
above-twelve years. His fame was fo great, that rtuny 
came from remote nations to be educated under him. His 
con trove rfial writings, which compofe the greater part of 
his works, are againft the Artninians, and Bellannine. 
His pieces relative to the fcienccs, feem to have been 
written for the ufe of his pupils in the univerfity. To- 
wards the clofe of his life, he removed to Rotterdam, 
where be died of an afthma, in Nov. 1633 *. As he left 
the church and kingdom, and was much better known 
abroad than at home, I have not placed him with, the 
doctors of the eftablifhed church.

Alexander Henderfon, the chief of the Scottilh clergy 
in this reign, was learned, eloquent, and polite ; and 
perfectly verfcd in the knowledge of mankind. He was 
at the helm of affairs in the general afiemblies in Scot- 
land ; and was fent into England in the double capacity 
of a divine and plenipotentiary. He knew how to roufe 
the people to war,- or negotiate a peace. Whenever he 
preached, it was to a crowded audience; and when he 
■ pleaded or argued, he was regarded with mute attention. 
He preached, many fermons, and was concerned in feve- 
164s. ral treatifes. Charles 1. when he was at Newcastle, in 
the hands of the army, engaged in a religious difpute 
with him, in which he had clearly the advantage. Hen- 
derfon, who had been accuftomed to conquer, could not 
fupport the thought of being overcome. The difgrace 
. was fuppofed to have haftened his death *. He is faid, 
before he died, to have expreffed fotne remorfe for the 
part he acted againfi the king.

David Baker, an Englilh Benedictine monk, of whom 
Mr. Wood has given us a very circumftantial account, 
and particularly of his miraculous converfion from atheifm 
to chrittiamty, was educated at Broadgate's Hall *, in 
the univerfity of Oxford. He afterwards ftudicd at the 
Temple, where his excellent natural abilities enabled him, 

. ' ■■ a fliort time, to make a great proficiency in the law. 

- Soon after his converfion, he went to Italy, where he en- 
tered into the order of St Benedict, having changed his 
name from David to Auguftin. He was, in the late reign, 
a considerable time refident in England, in the quality of 
a stifBonary : but as he was much given to retirement and 
abflraftion, he was, by fome of his brethren, thought a 
very improper perfon for a miffion. He was, for feveral 
years, the fpiritual director of the Englilh Benedictine 
Dames at Cambray, and afterwards their confefibr. He 
fpent the latter part of his life in London, where he died 
in 1641. He is faid to have been much employed in 
mental prayer; and was author of feveral books relating 
to the « Exercifes of a Spiritual Life." He wrote an ex- 
pofition of the famous myftical book, intitled, " Scala 
* Perfectionis," by "Walter Hilton. Thefe, and the reft 
of his works, which are extant, are, as .Mr. Wood tells 
us, M conferved in nine large tomes in folio MSS. in the 
« monaftery of Englifli Benedictine nuns at Cambray."

Richard Carpenter was, about three years, a fcholar of 
King's College in Cambridge, and ftudied afterwards in 
Flanders, Artois, France, Spain, and Italy. He was fent 
into England by the pope to make profelytes ; but front 
the natural inconftancy of his temper, and the flexibility 
of his principles, he toon turned proteftant, and was pre* 
fcnted tathe vicarage of Poling, in SmTex. He was al- 
ternately a papift and a proteftant, three times afterwards* 
and died in the communion of the church of Rome. He 
is very differently reprefented in his portraits. In one* 
he appears like a dull and formal clergyman ; in another*, 
with all the fpirit of an cnterprifing miffionary. His 
writings are a medley, perfectly fuitable to his character.. 
He was living in 1670. See the next reign.

Thomas White, an eminent philofopher and divine, 
and a fecular prieft of the church of Rome, was fon of 
Richard White of Mutton in Efiex, Efq. by Mary, daugh- 
ter of the famous Edmund Plowden, author of the Re- 
ports. He was particularly intimate with the celebrated 
Hobbes of Malmfbury, with whom his friendlhip com- 
menced very late in life. When they were above eighty 
years of age, they frequently met and wrangled as philo- 
phers, but agreed perfectly well as friends. He wrote 
again ft GlanvuTs book, intitled, " The vanity of dogma- 
*' tizing," and feveral other pieces, publitiied abroad. 
He applied htmfelf more to philofophy than to divinity, 
and was, by many, thought not inferior to Hobbes him- 
felf, of whom he had often the advantage in disputation. 
He died according to Wood, July 6", 1676, At. 94. 

Sir TOBIAS * MATTHEWS, Knt, J. Ganmam 
fc, \imo.

Tobie, fon of the excellent Tobie Matthew f, archbi- 
!hop of York, was educated at Chrift Church in Oxford, 
of which he was matriculated a member at eleven years 
of age. While he was at the uuiverfity, he was reputed 
an acute logician, and a good orator ; and his father con- 
ceived the greateft hopes of him from his forward and 
lively parts. To complete his education, he went abroad ; 
and was, by Paribus, the jefuit, feduced to the church 
of Rome, and perfuaded to enter into the fociety of Jefus. 
He appears, like many of his fraternity, to have been a

water *. He was then freflj as the morning, and in fpi- 
rits to write panegyrics upon lady Carlifle f, or purnie 
whatever elfe his volatile genius led him to. He was of- 
ten a fpy upon fuch companies as he was admitted into 
upon the foot of an agreeable companion ; and with the 
moil vacant countenance, would watch for intelligence to 
fend to Rome. He affefted much to whifper in public, 
and often pretended to difcover fecrets, when he was 
only fifhing for them. We find him much at court, and 
deeply immerfed in politics, in this and the former 
reign.

Sir John Coke, mailer of requefls, was, upon the death 
of Sir Albert Moreton, preferred to the office of fecretary 
of flate. He was a man of considerable experience ; and 
from long habit, more than from any extraordinary natu- 
ral abilities, became a good proficient in politics, as far as 
they related to this kingdom : but as to foreign intereils 
and connexions, the knowledge of which muft ever have 
been effential to the fecretary's office, he was totally igno- 
rant. He was removed from his place to make room for 
Sir Henry Vane the elder, who was promoted by the in- 
tereft of the queen. 

Sir HENRY VANE, Knt of Raby Cattle (fecretary 
of flate, and treafurer of the houfehold) ; b.Jb. 

Sir Henry Vane, fecretary of flate, was a man of parts, 
induftry, and activity ; but artful, infidious, and unfor- 
giving. He is fuppofed, with defign, to have demanded 
twelve fubiidies for the king, in Head of fix ; which threw 

the 
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tfee Iioufc of commons into a 'violent ferment, and was 
one of the more immediate caufcs of the Civil War. At 
the trial of his enemy, the earl of Strafford, he caufcd to 
be produced a paper of minute* pretended to have been 
taken at the council-board, which contained expreifions 
faid to be uttered by the earl, and which were ftyied trea- 
fonable : this was, by the parliament, admitted as equi- 
valent to two witneffes. In how different degrees of efti- 
mation do we hold the characters pf Sir Henry Vane, and 
the earl of Strafford ; and how little was the fecretary 
regarded by the prime minifter ? Yet we fee that even the 
life of a greater man, may be in the power of a lefs, and 
efpecially if the latter mould happen to be devoid of 
principles. Sir Henry, who was deprived of his places 
for the part he acted againft the earl of Strafford, was 
fucceeded in the Secretary's office by the lords Falkland 
and Digby, and Sir Edward Nicholas. See an Account of 
the laft mentioned perfon in the next reign.

John Pym, Efq. member for Taviftock in Devonfliire, 
was the greateft leader of the houfe of commons in the 
long parliament. He was a remarkable inftancc of what 
flrength of parts and force of eloquence could effect 
He was commonly called " King Pym," and feemed alone 
capable of overturning the throne. His perfonal weight 
was fuperior to authority ; but he was thought by many 
to have made a very 111 ufe of his power. His intent, 
was to reform, not to abolifh, the government ; but he 
was a principal engine in bringing about a revolution 
which he never intended, and which he did not 'live to 
fee. He died of an impoftume in his bowels *, the eighth 
of December, 1643. His exceffive application to public 
affairs, is fuppofed to have battened his death.

John Hamden received the honourable appellation of 
Patriot Hamden, for his fpirited and judicious defence of 
the laws and liberties of his country, in opposition to the 
illegal and oppreffive tax of fhip-moncy. He argued the 
■cafe with the judges for twelve days together, in the ex- 
chequer chamber, and had more reafon to triumph, from 
. bis Superiority in the argument, than the crown had from 
: its victory in the caufe. He had the command of a regi- 
ment of foot in the Civil War, and received his death's 
wound, bravely fighting, in Chalgrave field, in Oxford- 
: fliire. He was-regarded by his friends as a martyr to li- 
■ berty. Baxter has therefore placed him with the faints 
in heaven*, and lord Cobham with the worthies in his 
Elyfium at Stowf. His patriottfm has been fufpected; 
and indeed it appears not to have been without ambition ; 
but- patriotism it undoubtedly was J. Ob. June 24, 1643.

Sir Edward Dering, a man of parts and eloquence, wa#

He entered 
with seal into the bufincfs of reforming abufes ; but wa* 
carried by bis vanity farther than he at firft intended to 
go. His principal motive, according to lord Clarendon, 
for bringing the bill far extirpating bUhops, deans, and 
chapters, into the houfe of commons, was the application 
of two lines of Ovid*, which he thought a very pretty 
introdudtoa to aa harangue.

Sir John Hptham, a man of a timid, and irrefolute na- 
ture, and without any firm principles of attachment to 
the king or parliament, was, by the latter, appointed 
governor of the town of Hull, the inoft considerable ma- 
gazine of arms and ammunition in the kingdom, Charles, , 
perceiving to what lengths the commons were proceeding, 
was determined to feize this fortrefs ; but was peremp- 
torily refufed admittance, when he appeared before it in 
perfon, by the governor, who was inftantly proclaimed a 
traitor. Though Hotham was employed, he was sot 
trailed : his foh, who was much more devoted to the par- 
liament, was a conftaut check and fpy upon him. At 
length, both father and fon were prevailed upon to Iiften 
to the overtures of fome of the royalifts,. and to eater 
into a correfpondence with them. This quickry brought 
them to the block. They died unlamented by either 
party ; and were, by many, regarded as victims to the 
juft vengeance of heaven, rather than martyrs to the 
royal caufe.

It is certain, what- 
ever his character was, that he was obnoxious to the par- 
liament, and that he fled into France. He died at Caen, 
in 1649.

Charles, who ' 
knew his inflexible character, ftill continued to call him 
" The honeft judge.'* This excellent lawyer, and good 
man, died in February, 1638. He made it his reaueft, 
that no fermon mould be preached at bis funeral, though

John Selden, fometimes flyled " The great dilator of 
* learning of the Englifh nation," and pronounced by 

Grotius, 
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Grotius, his ■ antagonist-, to tie the glory of it; was a 
man of as estcnfivc and profound knowledge, as any of 
his age. He was thoroughly flailed in every thing that 
related to his owe profeffion ; bat the general bent of his 
ftadies, was to facred and profane antiquity. The greater 
part of his works are on uncommon fubje&s. Like a man 
of genius, he was not content with walking in the beaten 
track of learning, but was for ilriking out new paths, 
and enlarging the territories of fcience. His " Divine 
" Kight of Titles" gained him more enemies than any of 
his works, and his " Mare Liberum" did him the mod 
honour *. Towards the clofe of his life, he faw the 
emptinefs of all human learning ; and owned, that out 
of the numberlefs volumes he had read and digefted, that 
nothing {tuck fo clofe to his heart, or gave him fuch folid 
fatisfaftion, as a Angle paffage out of St. Paul's Epiftles f. 
Ob. go Nov. 1654. His works were published in three 
volumes, folio, by Dr. David WUkins, 1725.

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forth to correct every enormity in church and ftate. He ' 

wrote agaiuft bifliops, players, long hait, add love-locks ; 
and was therefore dignified by his party, with the appel- 
lation of Cato. He wis 3 man of great reading ; arid 
there appear in bis writings a copwmfneis without inven- 
tion, and a vehemence without fpirit. Mr. Wood fup- 
pofes that he wrote a meet for every day of his life, com- 
puting from the time of his arrival at man's eftate. He 
fays, " His cuftom was, when he ftudied, to put on a 
"long quilted cap, which came an inch over his eyes, 
' " ferving as an umbrella to defend them from too much 
** light; and feldom eating a dinner, would every three 
M hours, of more, be maunchkig a roll of tread, and 
" now and then refrefh his exhaufted fpiriw with ate*.** 
To this Butler feems to allude, in his addrefs to his mufe : 
" Thou that with ale, or viler liquors, 
*' Didft infpire Withers, PVynne, and Vicars j 
" And teach them, though it were in fpight 
*" Of nature, and their ftars, to write.** 

This voluminous rhapfodift gave his works, in forty 
volumes folio and quarto, to the fociety of Lincoln's Inn.

The moft valuable of his performances by far, 
is his "Collection of Records," in four large volumes, 
which is a very ufeful work.

This 
Sir John Burgh was lieutenant-general to Sir "Walter Ra- 
legh, in his expedition to Panama. In his return, he 
took the Mad re de Dios, belonging to Portugal; then 
reckoned the grcateft prize that ever was brought to 
England. In the reigns of James and Charles I. he was 
engaged in feveral unfuccefsful expeditions ; but that they 
were fo, was by no means owing to himfelf, who had 
every qualification of a foldier.

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Ralph, lord Hopton, a nobleman of admirable accom- 
plishments of body and mind, was trained up in a good 
fchool of war in the Low Countries. After exerting 
himfelf in the houfe of commons, in the royal caufe, he 
retired into the Weft ; where, in a few months, he raifed 
a formidable army, and fortified no left than forty garrifons. 
He was fo great a mailer of difcipline, that his army moved 
as one man; and was, in every refpeft, different from 
thofe licentious and tumultuous rabbles, of which there 
were many inftances in the Civil War, that more refem- 
bled a herd of banditti, than a well appointed army. 
His victory at Stratton, which was the moft fignal in tire 
courfe of that war, is an aftonHhing inftance of what 
determined valour can effect. He well knew how to im- 
prove it, and it was only an earned of feveral others. 
After he had done as much as courage, conduct, and ac- 
tivity could do, he, for want of fupplies, was forced to 
retire before. Fairfax ; and approved himfelf as great a 
general in his retreat, as he had done before in his vie* 
tories. He died at Bruges, in September, 1652. See. Sir 
William Waller in this Clafs.

George, lord Goring, was a man of a ready wit, good 
underftanding, and clear courage; but too mercurial to 
be at the head of an army, and too vicious to be in any 
ftation, where example could corrupt. He was fo totally 
devoid of principle, that he was under no check or re- 
ftraiot from any laws human or divine. But fuch was 
the fprightlinefs of his behaviour, and the Tallies of his 
wit, that thofe who detefted his chara&er, could never 
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hate his perfpn. That part of the country where his 
army lay, was a fceme of ravage and Ikentioufnefs ; and 
he was generally, ip eflcft, doing the work of the enemy. 
At the battle, of Marftoo Moor, he totally rooted -thcjui T j. 
left wing of the Scottish army; and was brave and refo-' 6 * 4 * 
lute in his defence of Colchefter. Having gained his par- 
don, but loft his eftate, he retired, in the time of the .In- 
terregnum, to the little court of Charles II. and his man- 
ners were perfectly adapted to it, when it rofe to the 
height of frolic and debauchery. Created earl of Nor- 
wich, Nov. 38, 20 Car. I. He died fuddenly in 1663; 
fpme fay in 1662.

The earl of Caernarvon, though he ieemed born for the 
s camp, never thought of commencing fotdier, before he 
was roufed to action from a principle of loyalty.

He was quick in difcerning any advantage over the ene- 
my, eager to lay hold of it, and fteady to purfue it. He 
diftinguifhed himfelf in every action in which he was en- 
gaged, and particularly in that memorable one at Round- 
way Down. After he had defeated a part of the ene- 
mies horfe, at the battle of Newbury, he fell by the igno- 
ble hand of a ftraggling trooper, Who ran him throqgh, 
the body. Juft as he was expiring, a certain nobleman

-came to him, to aflt hint if lie h*& any rwqueft to make 
to his mnjetty, aifcring him that St wcrnM be pun&erally 
fulfilled.

reflected him as one of the braved and molt accomplifhed 
perfons m his army, was extremely fenftle of his toft.

in the late pacific reign, diftinguMhed themfelves in the 
Low Countries, under prince Maurice, and had the ho- 
nour of contributing to the victories of that great gene- 
ral. In 1635, he was constituted lord high-admiral of 
England *, and fent out with a fleet of forty fait, to main- 
tain the dominion of the narrow feas ; and upon the 
breaking out of the Civil War, he was appointed general 
of the king's forces. He was mortally wounded at the 
battle of Edge Hill, where the royalifts claimed the vic- 
tory. - But the lofs of fo able a commander was irre- 
parable, and his death was alone equal to a defeat. Ob.

Sir Jacob Aftley ferved in the Netherlands under prince 
Maurice, and his brother Henry ; and afterwards under 
Chriftian IV. king of Denmark, and Guftavus Adolphus, 
king of Sweden. He was, for his fignal fervices, created 
baron of Reading, 20 Car. I. He was among the firft 
that entered into the fervice of that monarch, and his 
laft hopes, in the decline of his affairs : but this brave 
and loyal old foldier was totally defeated with the rem- 
nant of the royal army, near Stow in the Would, in Giou- 
cefterfture, the twenty-firft of March, 1645-6. Ob. 1651.

Robert Pierpomt, earl of Kingfton, who was popularly 
called M The good; M Was lieutenant-general of the king's 
forces in the counties of Lincoln, Rutland, Huntingdon, 
Cambridge, and Norfolk. He was very active in executing 
the royal commiflion of array, in oppofition to the mi- 
litia, and his fuccefs was anfwerable to his activity. He, 
in a ihort time, brought to the king four thoufand men ; 
two thoufand of whom entered into his fervice; and the 
reft fupplied him with arms and money, to the amount 
of twenty-four thoufand pounds. He was furpri&d at 

. Gainfborough, by lord Willoughby ef Parham, and hur- 
ried aboard a pinnace, which was ordered to convey him 
to the garrlfon at Hull. The veffel was chafed by colonel 
Cavendiffi, and happened to run aground upon a flullow. 
The royalifts peremptorily demanded the prtfoncr, who 
was as peremptorily refufed. The rebels, to deter them 

' from firing, expofed the earl upon deck; where he and a 
faithful fervant were killed by a Ihot, which was intended 
for the enemy.

This troop, with Sir John at 
its head, behaved fo ill in the engagement with the Scots, 
upon the Engtifh borders, in 1639, as. to octafioa the fa- 
mous lampoon compofcd by Sir John Mennis : " Sir John 
" he got him an ambling nag," Sec This ballad, which 
was fet to a brifit tune, was much fung by the parliament- 
arians, and continues to be fung to this day. This difaf- 
trous expedition, and the ridicule that attended it, was. 
fuppofed to have haftened his- death. See Clafs IX. 

GEORGE WHARTON, afterwards Sir George,, 
fold his paternal eftate to raife a troop of borfe for the 
king, and took the command of it himfelf. At the time 
ef the Interregnum, he was a writer in various branches of 
literature, and feeras to have taken up that profeffion from 
the nccefiity of his affairs. See the reign of Charles IL

JOHN DO LB EN, a ftudent of Chrift Church in 
Oxford, was an enfign in the royal army at the fiege of 
York, and the battle of Marfton Moor, where he was dau- 
geroufly wounded in the moulder, by a mulket-ball. He 
was afterwards promoted to the rank of a major. Having 
entered into holy orders, he was, after the Reft oration,. 
made a canon of Chrift Church, and was fucceftvely bifhop 
of Rochefter, and archbifliop of York. See the next reign, 
Clafs IV *.

James Graham, marquis of Montrofe, w» comparable 
to the greateft heroes of antiquity. He undertook, 
againft almoft every obftaclc that could terrify a left efi- 
terprifing genius, to reduce the kingdom' of Scotland to 
. the obedience of the king:; and his fuccefs- was anfwer- 
ableto the gneatneJsof his undertaking. By a thdufand 
efforts of ftratagem and valour,- he, in' a few months, 
effectuated his great defigu y but for want of fuppties, 
was forced to abandon his conqudfts. After the death of 
Charles, he, with a few men, made a fecond attempt, but 
was prefentb/ defeated by a numerous army: As he was 
.leaving the kingdom in difguife, he was betrayed into 
the hands of the enemy, by the lord Afton, his treacher- 
ous friend. He was carried to his execution with every 
circumftance of indignity that wanton cruelty could in- 
vent, and hanged upon a gibbet thirty feet high, with the 
Z 3 book 
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book of his exploits appendent to his neck. He bore his 
reverfe of fortune with hts ufual greatnefs of mind, and 
exprefled a juft fcorn at the rage and infult of his ene- 
mies. We meet with many inftances of Valour in this 
aftive reign ; but. Montrofe is the only inftance of he- 
roifin. Executed, May si, 1650. See the Interregnum.

Sir John Pennington was a man of great courage, open :

his virtues, of uncommon piety. When the earl of 
Northumberland was indifpofed, he was appointed by the 
y. t[ king to fupply his place ; but the parliament ftrongly ne- 
monftrated againft this r as Sir John, who was a very 
loyal perfon, was one in whom they could not confide, and 
. they therefore recommended the earl of Warwick. Such 
was the utuatioo of the king's affairs, that he knew not 
how to refufe their requcft, which carried with, it too- 
much of the nature of a command. Sir John Penning- 
ton was, after fame, altercation, fet afide ; and the earl of 
Warwick was, upon the revocation of the earl of North- 
umberland's commiflion, conftituted lord high-admiral. 
The parliament ftrongly invited him to enter into their 
fervice ; but he never could be prevailed with to fervt 
againft the king.

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Sir KEN ELM DIG BY, by his eager purfuit of 
knowledge, feemed to be born only for contemplation. But 
he was thought to be fo well qualified for action, that, in 
1628, he was appointed commander of a fquadron fent into 
the Mediterranean, to chaftife the Algerine pirates, and the 
Venetian fleet. The former had committed frequent de- 
predations on the veffels of our merchants, and the latter 
had obstructed their trade. He exerted himfelf with all the 
fpirit and conduct of a brave and experienced officer ; and 
having brought the Venetians to reafon, made reprifals on 
the Algerines, and fet at liberty a great number of Englifh 
Haves, he returned home with credit to his country, and 
honour to himfelf. See Clafs IX.

Robert, earl of Effex, was only fon of the unfortu- 
nate favourite of queen Elizabeth, and inherited much 
of his father's popularity. He acquired, in the Low 
Countries, a great reputation as a foldier; a kind of me- 
rit, that was defpifed by James I. and overlooked by 
Charles. His courage was great, his honour was inflex- 
ible ; but he rather waited, than fought for opportunities 
of fighting; and knew better how to gain, than improve 
a viftory. When he took the command of the parlia- 
ment army, he- was- better qualified than any man in the 
kingdom for that poll ; but was foon eclipfed by a new 
race of foldiers, who, if not his fuperiors, in the art of 
war, went far beyond him in fpirit and enterprife. He 
died the fourteenth of September, 1646; and his death 
helped to open a way for the ambition of Cromwell.

Thomas, lord Fairfax, was formed as a foldier under 
Horatio, lord Vere, in the Netherlands ; and was at the 
taking of Bois le Due from the Spaniards. He was one 
of the firft characters of his time for integrity, and mili- 
tary accomplishments ; but his natural Cmplicity was fo 
great, that he was ever the dupe of Cromwell, who had 
only the appearance of it. He was a very ufeful inftrument 
in the hands of that afpiring man, who quickly reaped 
the fruit of all his victories. Sir Horace Vere, his mafter 
in the art of war, was remarkable for doing great things 
with few men ; and Fairfax, with the lofs of few. He

OLIVER CROMWELL, lieutenant-general ; Jeejl 
llarigeri exc* Svo, 

Oliver Cromwell united, in a very high degree, the 
characters of the politician and the general ; and occa- 
lionally afiumed thofe of the buffoon, and the preacher. 
He broke forth from his obfcurity, at an age when others 
think themfelves doomed to it for ever ; and when many 
begin to entertain thoughts of retiring from the world, 
he began to make the moft confpicuous figure in it. He 
availed himfelf of the virtues and the vices, the. talents 
and the weakneffea of mankind ; and fuch obftacles as 
would have been unfunnountable to an inferior genius, 
helped greatly to carry him on in his career. His moflr 
fignal exploit in this reign, was at the battle of Nafeby, 
where, in that decisive action, he wholly turned the for- 
tune of the day \. See the Interregoum, Clafs I. 

Major-general HARRISON, fon of a butcher, at 
Nantwich, in Chelhire, was bred an attorney; but quitted 
that profeffion in the beginning of the Civil War. He was 
a man of courage, and of great volubility of tongue ; and 
was of Angular fervice to Cromwell, in fubduing the pref- 
byterian faftion. He was one of thofe who pleaded for a 
legal trial of Charles I. whom he undertook to bring from 
Hurft Caftle for that purpofe. He amufed Fairfax with long

Ferdinand, lord Fairfax, father of Thomas, above men- 
tioned, was general of the parliament forces in the 
North. He, and his fon, gained a complete victory over 
colonel BelUfyfe, governor of York, at Selby, the ele- 
venth of April, 1644, for which the parliament ordered 
a general thankfgiving : but he was totally routed by the 
earl of Newcaftle, at Adderton Moor, in June, 1643. 
After Sir Thomas Glemham had ftirrendered York, and 
the earl had retired beyond the feas, he fucceeded to the' 
government of that city, and of the northern counties. 
He died at York, March 13, 1647--8. 

WILLIAM, earl of Bedford, general of the horfe (un- 
der the earl of Effex ; G. G. (Glover) f. 40. See Clafs III.

Sir William Waller, fon of Sir Thomas Waller^ con- 
ftable of Dover Cattle, and Margaret, daughter of Samp- 
fon Lennard, lord Dacre, ferved in the Netherlands, ia 
the fame camp with Sir Ralph Hopton ; and was in the 
army of the confederate princes agairift the emperor. He 
was one of the moft able and active of the parliament 
generals, and was for a confiderable time victorious, and 
therefore called, William the Conqueror. He was de- 
feated at the battle of Lanfdown, near Bath, and after- j i r s .

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j«it 13. wards totally routed at Roundway Down, near the De- 
vizes. Hence, with a little variation, it was called Run- 
away Down, and continues to be called fo to this day.

Edward, earl of Manchester, a nobleman of many great 
and amiable qualities, was a zealous, and no lefs able pa. 
tron of liberty ; but without enmity to monarchy, or the 
perfon of the king. He was one of the avowed patriots- 
in the houfe of peers, and the only member of that houfe, 
who was accufed by Charles of high-treafon, together

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with the five members of the houfe of commons. In the 
Civil War, he had the charge of teven of the aflbciated 
conn ties ; and with his u£aal activity and addrets raifed 
an army of horfe, which he commanded to perfon. Soon 
after he entered upon his command, he forced the town 
of Lynne to fubmit to the parliament, and defeated the 
earl of Newcastle's army at Horn Caftle. In 1644, he 
took Lincoln by ftorrn, and had a principal fhare in the 
victory at Marfton Moor. After the battle Of Newbury, o&. i 7 , 
he was fufpected of favouring the king's • interefl ; was ,64 *" 
even accufed by Cromwell of neglect of duty, and by 
the felf-denying ordinance deprived of his commiflion. 
He heartily concurred in the reftoration of Charles II, 
who appointed him lord-chamberlain of his hoofehold.

Philip Skippon was ferjeant- major- general of the par* 
liament-army, major-general of the London militia, and 

. governor of BrLftol. After the paffing of the felf-denying 
ordinance, he was preferred to the fame poft in the army 
that he held before; which he was thought juftly. to be 
intitled to, on the foot of his merit. He was prefident 
of the council of war, under the earl of Eflex ; and both 
in the cabiact, and the field, approved bimfelf an excel- 
lent foldier. He commanded the infantry at the battle 
of Nafeby, where he exerted himfelf with his ufual in- 
trepidity. K Magnanimous Skippon, fays May, was

He was governor 
of the city of Glocefter, which he held out with invin- 
cible refolution, againft the flower of the royal army, 

' till the earl of Eflex couM be fupplied with a fuffiefcnt 
body of forces to raife the fiege. The defence of this. 
«ity is one of the moft fignal inftances of bravery m the 
whole courfcof the war. He was fet afide by the inde- 
pendents, upon the- paffing of the felf-denying ordi- 
nance, and we find him a major-general of the army, 
under Charles II. in 165 1. J

Major-general Pointz, a man of coorage and activity, 
commanded a large body of the parliament forces, with 
which he harraffed the poor remains of the royal army, 
after the battle of Nafeby. - His moft fignal exploit was 
routing 'the king's horfe at Chefter, and killing many gen- 
tlemen and officers of note, particularly the gallant earl 
of Lichfield, who was the third brother of that illuftrious 
houfe, that facrificed their Uvea in the courfe of the Ci- 
vil War. 

JOHN LAMBERT, major-general, &c 
HENRY IRETON, commiuary-general. 

John Lambert, and Henry Ireton, who were of gen- 
teel extraction, ftudied the common law at the inns of 
court. Upon the commencement of the War, they en- 
tered into the parliament army, and fcem to have fet out 
with the fame principles and views : but Lambert's ambi- 
tion, which was his ruling paffion, carried him at length 
much farther than that of Ireton. They both diflin- 
gutthed themfelves at the battle of Nafeby, and were both 

. concerned in drawing up the remonftrance of the army 
to the parliament ; in which they demanded, in the llyle 
of lawgivers, that the houfe Ihould be. purged of fuch 
as they deemed unfit to fit in it ; and that no parliaments 

. mould be diffolved by the king, without their confent. 
Ireton had the greatcft hand in drawing up the ordinance 

. for the king's trial, and the precept for proclaiming the 
high-court pf jufiice, in which he fat as a judge. See

after the defeat of the royal army at this place, general 
Levea, the earl of Manchefter, and Fairfax, with their 
combined forces, fat down before York, which prefently 
furrendered upon terms. They foon after divided their 
armies ; and Leven returning 'into the North, took the 
rich town of Newcaftle *.

JACOBUS LEVINGSTONIUS, comes Calen- 
deriae, baro de Aumont, &c.

James Levingfton, earl of Calender, defcended from 
the houfe of Linlithgow, marched into England foon af- 
ter the battle of Marfton Moor, with ten thoufand men, 
to aflift the earl of Leven in reducing the town of New- 
caftle. He was created an earl, foon after the truce waa 
concluded betwixt England and Scotland.

ALGERNON SIDNEY, lieutenant-general of the

Sir Charles Lucas was fon of lord Lucas, and governor 
of the garrifon of Colchefter. His family was one of 
the moft diftinguilbed in the kingdom for its valour, and 
its fufferings in the royal caufe. Sir Charles was at the 
head of thofe loyalifts, who, in 1648, (hut themfelves up 
in Colchefter, and defended it with incredible refolution 
agiinft the army of Fairfax for three months. When 
the garrifon yielded to the enemy, their ammunition was 
reduced to a barrel and a half of powder ; and their pro- 
viGon to two horfes, and one dog *. Sir Charles met 
with cruel treatment for his refolute defence of this place. 
He, and his friend Sir George LiQe, were ordered to be 
{hot to death, the fame day on which the'parliament army 
entered the town. He begged a day's refpite to prepare 
for death, but his requeft was fternly refufed. He died 
with the chearful and decent courage of a foldier and a 
chriftian. Executed Auguft 28, 1648.

Sir George Lifle, fon of a bookfeller in London, had* 
his military education in the Netherlands. He fignalized 
himfelf upon many occasions in the Civil War ; particu- 
larly at the lafc battle of Newbury j, where, in the ditfk 
ef the evening, he led his men to the charge in his fhirt, 
that his perfou might be more confpicuous. The king,. 
who was an eye-witnefs of his braver)', knighted him in 
the field of battle. In 1648, he rofe for his majefty in 
Effex ; and was one of the royalifts who fo obftinately 
defended Colchefier, and who died for their defence of it. 
This brave man, having tenderly embraced the corps o£ 
Sir Charles Lucas, his. departed friend, immediately pre- 
tented himfdf to the foldiers, who were ready for his 
execution. Thinking that they flood at too great a dif— 
tance, he defired them to come nearer : one of them faid,. 
•* I warrant you Sir we fhall hit you." He-replied, with- 
b fmile, ** Friends, I have been nearer you, when yoi* 
* have miffed me.** Executed Auguit 28, 1648.

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Ifaac Pennington, the factious lord-mayor of London, 
■•was of a very different character from the town-clerk (or 
mayor) of Ephefus, as he was the greateft raijer of tumults 
in this reign. In 1640, he prefented a petition for the 
total alteration of church government, which was figned 
by fifteen thoufand perfons. The licensing of Ovid's 
" Art of Love," was then heavily complained of, among 
the ecclefiaftical abufes ; and indeed with much more rea- 
fon than the greater part of them. In 1643, he pre- 
fented another petition againft making peace with the 
king. He was one of the aldermen who, with Thomas 
Andrews, the lord-mayor, perfonally proclaimed the act 
for abolishing kingly government. He was excepted from 
pardon at the Reftoration, but quickly found means to 
procure it f .

John Harrifon, Efq. alderman of Leedes, deferves to 
be remembered to the lateft pofterity, for his judicious be- 
nefactions and chanties to that place. As the church 
there was too fmall to contain the numerous inhabitants, 
he built and endowed another, at his own expence. He 
founded and endowed a commodious hofpital for the 
. poor who, during their health and ftrength, had been 
induftrious. He alfo founded a free-fcbool, and built a 
ftatery market-crofs. He left the annual income of his 
real eftate, which his munificence had greatly exhaufted, 
to be applied to the relief of his poor relations. The 
males were, at the difcretion of his executors, to be put 
out to trades, and the females to have a fui table portion 
given with them in marriage. He died the twenty-ninth 
of October, 1656, in the feventy-feventh year of his 
age*, and was buried in the noble church which hiinfelf 
had founded. His name deferves ever to be joined with 
that of The Man ef Rofs \. His works, fome of which

,pen than his father. If the M Eikon Balilike"' be his, and it

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carries a flrong internal evidence with it of its 'being fo, he 
was as much fuperior to the generality of the writers of'his 
age, in point of excellence, as he was in dignity. This book, 
whjch, according to Mil ton, had the fame effect upon the 
affections of the Englilb, that the famous will of Julius Caefar 
had upon thofe of the Roman people, is faid to have gone 
through fifty editions in one year. Whoever reads Mr. '1 hor 
mas Wagftaffe's defence of it, can, I believe, have but little 
doubt of the king's being the author. It has been attributed 
to bifliop Gauden ; but if the reader compare a few pages of 
this book, with that prelate's " Sighs, Tears, and Complaints 
" of the Church- of England *, he will foon perceive the dif- 
ference.

and to fee it universally eftabliflied. It has, by length of 
timet been more and more confirmed ; and every man now 
fceaand knows it from his owa.experien«e.

Sir Theodore Mayerne, a native of Geneva, ia perhaps 
the only inftance of a phyfician, who was retained in that;

His reputa- 
tion was defervedly great in his profeffion; and be may 
be juftly confidered as one of the reformers of the art of

There is a portrait of him, and of many other eminent 
phyficians, in the anatomy fchool, at Oxford ; and at De- 
vonshire houfe are the portraits of Sir Thomas, his wife, his 
two fons, and as many daughters, in one piece, by Dobfbo. 

Dr. Thomas Browne was author of the " Reli- 
** gio Medici," a paradoxical piece, written with great 
spirit, and tranflated into almoft every language of Eu- 
rope. This book has been heavily cenfured by fome, as 
tending to infidelity, and even atheifm ; others, -with 
much more reafon, have applauded the piety, as well as 
the parts and learning of the author*. In his " Pfeudo- 
" doxia Epidemica, &c." he has clearly refuted a great 
number of popular errors, taken Up upon truft, and 
propagated and confirmed by tradition and cuftom. This 
book, which is his principal work, was firft publiflied in 
folio, 1646. There is an edition of his works in fol. Lond. 
1686, but this does not contain all his pofthumous pieces. 

• Among other peculiaritie* in tht* book, he fpcaki of the ultimate aft of love, 
ai a folly beneath a pbitofopher ; and fart, that he " could be content that we 
* might procreate like tree*, without conjunction." But after the writing of it, 
he defcended frotn his philosophic dignity, and married an agreeable woman +. It 
was faid that hi* reafon for marrying wa», " beeaufe he could difcover no better 
*• method of procreation."

Philemon Holland, commonly called the ."' Tranflator 
*' General of his age," was educated in the- university o£ 
Cambridge. He was for many years, a fchoolmafter at 
Coventry, where he pra&ifed phytic. He tranflated " Livy, 
" Pliny's Natural Hiftory, Plutarch's Morals, Suetonius, 
*' Ammianns Marcellinus, Xenophon's Cyropaedia, and 
** Camden's Britannia," into Englifh; and the geographi- 
cal part of Speed's ** Theatre of Great-Britain," into 
Latin. The ** Britannia," to which he made many ufeful 
, additions, was the mod valuable of his works. It is 
furprifing that a man of two profeffions, could find time 
to tranflate fo much ; but it appears from the date of the 
** Cyropaedia," that he continued to tranflate till he was 
80 years of age.

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Tbe " Poetical Blofibm*" of Cowley, which are an 
abundant proof of his talent for poetry, were generally 

regarded as an earned of that fane which- he afterwards 
xofe to, and which, in the opinion of forae of his cotero- 
poraries eclipfed. that of every other Englilh poet. We 
are even more pleafed with fome of the earlieft of his ju- 
venile poems, than with many of his later performances ; 
as there is not every where that redundancy of wit in 
them : and where there is, we are more inclined to ajd- 
mire, than be offended at it, in the productions of a boy. 
His paffion for ftudious retirement, which was ftill in- 
creating with hk years, difcovered itfeif at thirteen, 
in an Ode which a good judge * thinks, equal to that of 
Pope on a fimilar fubjeft, and which was written about 
the fame xra of his life. The tendemefs of fome of his 
juvenile verfes fhews, that he was no ftranger to ano- 
ther paffion ; and it is not improbable but Margarita, or 
one of her fucceflbrs, might at fifteen, have had a full 
paffefiion of bis heart f. See the next reign.

His love verfes have all the teaderneis aed po- 
liteness of the Uoman poet ; and his- panegyric on Crom- 
well has been ever efteemed a maflcr-piece in its kind. 
His vein is never redundant, like that of Cawley; we fre- 
quently wifh he had faid more, but never that he had laid 
lei's. His perfonal qualities were as amiable as his poetical, 
and he was equally formed to pleafe the witty and the fair. 
He not only enjoyed all his faculties, but retained much 
of his youthful vivacity at eighty years- of age.

George Sandys, youngeft foil of Edwyn Sandys, arch- 
bifhop of York, was one of the moll accomplished perfons 
of his time. He merited much for his travels into the 
Eaftern countries, of which he has publifhed an accurate 

* Ttwveriet of Donne, and other pott* who fburilhed before Walter, frequently 
rnn one into another, and proceed without any confiderable paufe, to the end of a 
long period i which baa been not unaptly compared to. the running down of alarum. 
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account ; but ftill more for his paraphrafes and translations, 
which were excelled by none of the poets of this reign. 
His principal works are his tranflation of " Job/' his pa- 
raphrafe on the «* Pfalms," and his tranflation of Ovid's 
** Metamorphofis." His Pfalms were fet to mufic by Wil- 
liam and Henry I.awes, muGcians to Charles I. and his 
" Ovid" was one of the firft books that gave Mr. Pope a 
tafte for poetry *. Mr. 'Dry den pronounced him the beft 
verfifier of the laft age. He was alfo an excellent geogra- 
pher and critic f . Ob. 1 643.

John Cleaveland, received his education in the univer- 
fity of Cambridge, where he enjoyed a fellowfhip ; but 
was, in the Civil War, ejected from it for his loyalty. He, 
foon after his ejection, went to Oxford, where he was 
much carefled for his wit, which he exerted in feveral fa- 
tirical pieces againft the fanatics. Mr. Aubrey informs 
us, that he went from Oxford to the garrifon at Newark;

Richard, fon of Sir William Lovelace, of Woolwich in 
. Kent, was, when a member of the oniverjity of Oxford, 
■ the delight and admiration of all that knew him, for the 
' extreme beauty of his perfoo, and the variety of his ac- 
compli Oiments. After having ferved Charles I. in both 
his expeditions againft the Scots, he entered into the fer- 
vice of the king of France, and had the command of a 
regiment at Dunkirk, tahere he was daogeroufly wounded. 
This difefter occafioocd a report of his death, and was at- 
tended with tlie lofs of the beautiful Lucy Sachevecel, his 
beloved miftrefs, who, concluding he was dead, married 
' another petfon. Thefe were not aH his misfortunes. 
Upon his return to England, -he was thrown into pritbn, 
and afterwards reduced to extreme poverty and wretched- 
aefs. — A con fide rable number of his poems were com- 
pofed during his confinement. Several of his perfor- 
mances were much admired, and part of his "Amarantha,* 
a paftorar, was fet to muficby the <faroous .Henry Lawes. 
His comedy of the "Scholar," written at fixteen years off 
age, was afted with applaufe, Ob. i6$%.

„ftory, and interefting his reader in what he relates, is 
thought to be comparable to Livy. His poems conlLft 
chiefly of love- verfes, epigrams, and epitaphs: his hiftory 
is of five kings of Scotland of the name of James.

Johnfon went to Hawthornden on purpofe to vifit him, 
where he fpent feveral months, which he eftecmed fhe 
happieft part of his life.

Lord Herbert was author of ** The Life and Reign 
** of Henry VIII." which has been ever efteemed one of 
the beft hiftories in the Englifh language : but there is not 
in it that perfect candour which one would with, or expect 
to fee, in fo celebrated an hiftorian. He has given us a 
much jufter portrait of himielf, than he has of Henry. 
. He appears to have fairly laid open every foible or defect 
in his own character *, but has call the monftrous vices of 
that mercilefe tyrant into {hade, and has difplayed to great 
advantage, his gallantry, magnificence, and generotity.— 
His books " De Veritate f ," and " De Religione Genti-

■ John Speed, who was bred a taylor, was, by the gene- 
rofity of Sir Fulke Grevil, his patron, fet free from a ma- 
nual employment, and enabled to purfue his ftudies, to 
which he was ftrongly inclined by the bent of his genius. 
The fruits of them were his " Theatre of Great Britain," 
containing an entire fet of maps of the counties drawn by 
himfelf ; his " Hiftory of Great Britain," richly adorned 
with feals, coins, and medals, from the Cotton collection * 
and his " Genealogies of Scripture," .firft bound up with 
the « Bible," in ifjir, which was the firft edition of the 
prefent Englilh translation. His maps, which were Very 
juftly eftecmed, were Che firft let ever publifbed in Eng- 
land; and his * Hiftory of Gfeat Britain," was, in its 
kind, incomparably more complete, than all the hiftories

Sir Richard Baker was the noted author of «* A Chro- 
■*' nicle of the Kings of England;" a book formerly in 
great vogue ; but which was ever more efteemed by read- 
ers of a lower clafs, than by fuch as had a critical know- 
' ledge of hiftory. The language of it was, in this reign, 
called polite ; and it long maintained its reputation, espe- 
cially among country gentlemen f. The author feems to 
have been fometimes more ftudious to pleafe than to in- 
form ; and with that view, to have facrificed even chrono- 
logy itfelf to method. In 1658, Edward Philips, nephew 
to Milton I, publifhed a third edition of this work, with 
the addition of the reign of Charles I. It has been feveral 
times reprinted fince, and is now carried as low as the 
reign of George I. Sir Richard was alfo author of many

This learned and induftrious antiquary, to whom every 
writer of Englifli hiftory, fince his time, is indebted, was- 
cne of the Antiquarian Society in the reign of James I. and 
the intimate friend of Camden and Sir Robert Cotton. He 
was not only well fkilled in the learned languages, but 
was alfo a great mailer of the Sajuua tongue; of which he 
is juftly efteemed a chief reftorer, and for whkh he fet- 
tled a lecture in the univerlity of Cambridge. His princi- 
pal works, which are in Latin, will laft as long as the lan- 
guage in which they are written: of thefe his " Englifli 
** Councils," and his ** Gloffary" hold the firft place. A 
complete edition of the " Councils of Great Britain and 
** Ireland," was publiflied in four vols, folio, by Dr. Da- 
vid Wilkins, in 1737 ; and his ** Gloffary" was completed 

by 
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by Sir William Dugdale, and printed alfe in folio. Dr. 

Gibfon, who merited fo much for his edition of Camden's 
« l Britannia," merited alfo the thanks of the learned world 
for his edition of the Eoglifh works of Sir Henry Spelman, 
which was publifhed in folio, 1695. This great antiquary 
died full of years, and of literary and virtuous fame, in 
1 64 1. 

SirJOHN MARSHAM, one of the Ox clerks "in 
chancery, in this reign, and a very learned antiquary.

He was 
alfo very inquifitive into all the other ancient, as well as 
modern languages of Europe ; efpecially fu.cn as were* moil 
ufeful to him in bis researches into the antiquities of his 
own country.

This eminent perfon, was, for* the early pregnancy 
of his parts, and his great proficiency in learning, com- 
pared to the celebrated Picns de Mirandola, who was one- 
of the wonders of human nature. His knowledge, though 
Various and extenfive, appeared to be greater than it really 
was \ as'he had all the powers of elocution and addrefs" to 
recommend it. He knew how to fhine in a circle of ladies,, 
or philosophers ; and was as much attended to when he 
fpoke on the moft trivial fubjefts, as when he fpoke on the 
moft important. Though he applied himfelf to experi- 
ment, he was fometimes hypothetical in his philofophy j. 
and there are inftances of his being very boldand paradoxi- 
cal in his conjectures : hence he was called the " Pliny of 
" his age for lying." * It is find that one of the princes

Sir Henry Wotton, a gentleman of many natural and 
acquired accomplifliments, was employed in feveral em- 
baflies by James I. Towards the latter end of that king's 
reign, he was made provoft of Eton college ; a ftation well 
fuited to his ftudious and philofophic turn of mind. He 
enjoyed bis privacy the more for having been much in pub- 
lic life ; and was more a philofbpher for having been * 
ftatefman. Books in the ancient and modern languages* 
were his conftant employment, and angling { was his ufual 
diver6on. His writings, fome of which are in verfe, are 
on variety of fubje&s ; but his capital work is his Trea- 
tife of Architecture, which has been tranllated into La- 
tin, and bound with " Vitruvius," and Freart's ** Parallel," 
tranflated by Evelyn §. In this book, he has treated of the

He was a practitioner in horfeman- 
ftip and hnfbandry, for at leaft fifty years, and compofed 
feveral treatifes on both thofe fubjecls. His books ofFar- 
riery have given place to thofe of Gibfon, Soleyfell, Bour- 
don, and Bracken ; but they are ftill in the hands of far- 
riers in the country. We fee Markham's, Ariftotle's, and 
feveral other'* Matter Pieces," in almoft every liftofchap- 
mens books. He was alio author of a Tragedy, intitkd, 
** Herod and Antipater," i6 2i,and of a book of angling f.

John Lilburne, commonly called ** Freeborn John," 
was the moft hardened and refractory of all the feditious 
libellers of his time. Dungeons, pillories, and fcourges, 
fccm to have had no effect upon him. He was ftill conhi- 
macious, and continued to be the fame turbulent incen- 
diary that he was at firft. He dared to oppofe every go* 
vernment under which he lived ; and thought he had as 
good a right to liberty, in its utmoft extent, as he had to 
the element that he breathed. He looked upon all or- 
dinances in religion as the worfl kind of bonds and 1 
fhackles, and the effefts only of ecclefiaftical tyranny. 
Being determined to enjoy the utmoft" Chriftian Liberty," 
he turned Quaker, and died in that communion. See the 
Interregnum.

Daniel Mytens painted many portraits in England, in 
this, and the former reign, which were very defervedly 
admired. Several of them are at Hampton Court : and 
at St. James's, is that of Jeffrey Hudfon, the king's dwarf, 
on whom Sir William Davenant wrote a poem intitled 
" Jeffreidos," which defcribes a battle betwixt him and a 
turkey-cock. This artift grew out of vogue upon the ar- 
rival of Vandyck. He ftudied the works of Kubens, and 
his landfcapes on the back grounds of his pictures are ir» 
the excellent ftyle of that painter. He was living in Hol- 
land, in 1656.

Peter Paul Rubens came into England in the reign of 
Charles I. who employed him to paint the ceiling of the 
Banqueting Houfe at Whitehall, for which he was paid 
three thoufand pounds. He, like Titian, excelled in at- 
mod every branch of his art ■, but his greateft excellence 
was in hiftory and landfcape. There is more grandeur 
than Simplicity in his works ; but bis meaneft performances 
are generally pleafing, from the Strength and beauty of his 
colouring f. He painted beads of the favage kind better 
than any other painter, and his landfcapes are not inferior 
to thofe of Titian. It appears from the paintings of this 
artift, and many others, that the ideas of feminine beauty 
in the Low Countries and in Greece, were as different as 
the climates J. His greateft work was the hiftpry of Mary 
of Medicis, in the Luxemburg gallery, at Pars ; and his beft 
*eafel piece, the Aflumption of the Virgin, in the collection

Henry Stone, fon of Nicholas, travelled into Holland, 
France, and Italy.

He is called " Old Stone," to diftinguilh him from his 
younger brother John. At Burleigh Houfe, is a good 
copy by him, of the celebrated portrait of Charles I. painted 
by Vandyck, which was burnt at Whitehall, in 1697, and 
which was efteemed the bed likenefs of him *, Ob.

Cupids, &c. and did a cieling in one of the palaces. His 
works were efteemed by die emperor Ferdinand II. and 
Charles I. Oh. 1659. 

CORNELIUS POLEMBURG; %i $. T. Cbsm- 
hert fc.

Cornelius Polemburg, difctple of Abraham Bloemarc, 
was defervedly celebrated for his very beautiful and high- 
fioiflied landfcapes, adorned with no lefs beautiful figures. 
He frequently embeltiraed his pieces with buildings and 
ruins ; and fometimes finifhed them to fo high a degree, 
that they had all the luftre and tendernefi of eoameL He, 
forfome time, painted in the ftyleof EUhcimer, which he 
abandoned for another of his own. He painted at Rone, 
and at Florence, where his works were highly eitecmed, 
•^He was ftrongly folicited to enter into the fervice of the 
Grand Duke, which he declined ; but accepted of an invi- 
tation from Charles I. to come over to England. He 
fometimes painted the figures in Steenwyck's perfpecrives. 
The fcarcity of his works, added to their intrinfic merit, ' 
occafions their being valued as fo manyjrwels. — He died 
at Utrecht, 1660.

Edward Pierce, fen. was noted for hiftory, landfcape, 
and architecture ; and did a great number of ceilings, and 
altar-pieces, in churche's, which were burnt in the fire of 
. London. He was employed under Vandyck; and bred 
his fon John a painter, and Edward a ftatuary, both of 
whom became eminent in their profeffions. The moft 
considerable of the father's works now remaining, are at 
Belvotr-Caftle, in Iincolnmire. He died a few years after 
the Reftoration.

John Torrentios, a native of Amfterdam, was an ad- 
mirable artift, but a dcteftable character. He was not only 
profligate, but impious ; and avowedly proftituted his pen- 
cil, which he employed cm fmall figures, to the purpofes 
of Itwdnefs and debauchery. He came into England in 
this reign ; buthis talents and his morals were better fluted 
to the feraglio of a Tiberius, or the court of the fecond 
Charles, than to that of Charles the firft. He died in 1 640, 
in the fifty-firft year of his age.

ABRAHAM VANDERDORT; Deijun p. Cham-

Abraham Vanderdort, a Dutchman, who had been for 
fometime, in the fervice of the emperor Rodolph II. came 
into England in the reign of James I. where he met with 
great encouragement from prince Hcory, who had a good 

tafi* 
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tafte for the arts. He was, in this reign, made keeper of 
the royal cabinet of medals, with a {alary of forty pounds 
a year ; and had the fame falary appointed him for 
furniihing drawings for the king's coins, and fuperiu tend- 
ing the making of puncheons and dies : he had alfo an al- 
lowance of five millings and fix pence a day, board wages. 
He was remarkably excellent at modelling in wax. He 
hanged himfelf in defpair, becaufe he could not find a 
drawing by Gibfon, which he had laid up for the king J.

He 
engraved a cohfiderable number of hiftorical pieces after 
Rubens and Vandyck, and much in the fiyle of thofe great 
mailers. One of his beft performances, which was done 
after a painting of the latter, is the Virgin fupporting the 
dead body of Chrift. The original, which was lately pur- 
chafed by the earl of Exeter, is at Burleigh houfe : it is 
about the fame fize with the print. The fined Englilh 
portrait that I have feen of Vorfterroan's engraving, and 
which I believe is exceeded by none of his numerous

This excellent engraver baa perpetuated the refeoablance 
of a thouJand curlofities of art and nature, which greatly 
scent our atteatipfli We, in his works, feem to fee build- 
ings riling from their ruins ;, and Hiacy things, now in a 
ftate of decay, or difTolution, appearing in all their ori- 
ginal beauty. He has enriched the " Monafticon" with a 
great variety of elegant engravings of ourtneient cathe- 
drals and ruins of abbies. We have the infide and outfide 
of the old church of St. Paul by his hand : we feem to 
walk in that venerable ftructure ; and, with a pleafing me- 
lancholy, furvey.its tombs, and dwell on their inferiptions, 
and are led to the thoughts of our own mortality. — His 
perfpe&ive views, and his portraits, are the moll numer- 
ous, his muffs and infects- the mafi remarkable for the 
beauty of the epg m iag-, and his (hells- the fcarceft of hi» 

e(U- 
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. eftimable works. The merit of this ingenious and indus- 
trious artift was never fufficiently valued in the reign of 
Charles II. He died as poor as if he had lived in a coun- 
try of Barbarians, in the year 1677. But it ftiould here 
be remembered that, though Hollar was a good engraver 
when he took pains, a great number of his performances 

. are but very flightly executed. The dutchefs dowager of 
Portland has a complete colleftion of Jbis etchings in twelve 
volumes in folio. There is alfo a very valuable collection 
of .them in the King's Library, which belonged to Wil- 
liam III, The author of a late «« Eflay upon Prints,*' has 
by no means, done juftice to Hollar in the firft edition of 
his book : fee what he fays of him in the preface to the 
iecond edition.

Sir William Paulet, of Eddington in Wiltfhire, by his- 
lady, Elizabeth, daughter to Sir John Seymour, and the 
lady Sufan Paulet, whofe father was the lord Chcdwick 
Paulet, brother to the marquis of Wmchcfter. Her great-

— The earl of Eflex faw this- 
lady at the earl of Hertford's, where he fpent his Chrift- 
mas, in 1630; and was fo charmed with her beauty, and 
the fweetnefs of her manners, that, he became deeply en- 
amoured with her ; and was mimed to her in the begin- 
' ning of the following Spring. She had cohabited with him. 
about four years *, when (lie was accufed, and as it ap- 
pears to me, very wrongfully, of an adulterous commerce

Arthur Wilfon, who was certainly 
prejudiced againft this lady, feems by no means, to have 
done juftice to her character §, She married to her fecond 
hirfband, Mr. afterwards Sir Thomas Higgons, a gentle- 
man of great merit ; by whom flie had fevcral daughters.

Dorothy, daughter of Robert Sidney, earl of I.ei- 
cefter, was married to Henry, lord Spencer of Wormleigh- 
ton, in his minority. The marriage was confummated 
at Penlhurft, 20 July, 1639-f- He was created earl of 
Sunderland 8 June, 1643, and killed the lame year, at the 
firft battle of Newbury. 

This truly amiable lady, who affefled retirement, and 
was never vain of that beauty, which has rendered her 
fame immortal, was celebrated by Waller, under the 
name of Sacharifia. When flie was far advanced in years, 
and had outlived every perfonalchartn which had infpired 
the poet in his youth, £he aikedhim in raiHery, "whenbe 
" would write fuch fine verfes upon her again?? **'Oh,

quillity, {he began to experience that happinefs which all 
are ftrangers to but the truly religious. She was conftant 
in the public and private exercifes of devotion, fpent much 
of her time in family prayer, in ringing Pfalms, and cate- 
chifing her children and domeftics. She frequently vifited 
her- poor neighbours, especially in their ficknefs, and 
would fomtfttmes condefctfnd to read religious books to 
them, while theywere employed in fpinning. She diftri- 
buted a great number of pious tracts.

Thefe games, to which multi- 
tudes reforted, were cudgel-playing, wreftling, leaping,, 
pitching the bar, throwing the fledge, toiling the pike, 
and various other feats of ftrength and adivity. Many of the 
country gentlemen hunted or courfcd the hare; and the wo- 
men danced. A caftle of boards was erected upon this 00 
cafion, from which guns were frequently discharged.

Hobfon, the carrier of Cambridge, by the help of com- 
mon fenfe, and a conftant attention to a few frugal max- 
ims, railed a much greater fortune than a thoufand men 
of genius and learning educated in that univerfity, ever 
acquired, or were even capable of acquiring. He was, to 
ufe the citizen's phrafe, " a much better man" than Mil- 
ton, who has written two quibbling epitaphs upon him. 
But if that great poet had never lived, his name would 
have been always remembered; as he took an effectual 
method of perpetuating his memory, by erecting a hand-- 
fome Hone conduit at Cambridge, fupplying it by an aque- 
duct, and fettling feven lays of pafture ground towards 
the maintenance of the fame, for everf. He died in the 
time of the plague, 1630, in the 86th year of bis age.

Young Parr, the fuppofed fon of the former, is faid to 
have lived to a very advanced age. Turner, in his

w markable Providences," |j tells us, that old Parr married 
his firft wife at eighty years of age, and in the fp'ace of 
thirty-two years had but two children by her, who died 
- young; that at an hundred and twenty, " he fell in love 
" with Katherine Milton, and got her with child." If 
this be true, feveral of the ftories told of young Parr are 
falfe. 

JEFFERY HUDSON; a /mall priwt ; before a very 
fmallbook, infilled, "Tie Hew Tear's Gift," frefented at tottri, 
from the lady Parvula, to tbe lord Minimus, (commonly called Little 
Jeffery) her majefty's fervent^ &c. written by Micropbilus. 

This diminutive creature, when he was about feven or 
eight years of age, was ferved up to table, in a cold pie, 
at Burleigh on the Hill, the feat of the duke of Bucking- 
ham ; and as foon as he made his appearance, prefented 
by the du^chefs to the queen, who retained him in her 
fervice*. He was then feven or eight years of age, and 
but eighteen inches in height. He is faid not to have 
grown any taller, till after thirty, when he fhot up to 
three feet nine inches. Soon after the breaking out of the 
civil war, he was made a captain in the royal army. In 
1644, he attended the queen into France, where he had a 
quarrel with Mr. Crofts, whom he challenged.

REMARKS on DRESS. 

In this reign, the hat continued to be worn with much 
fuch a fort of crown as that defcribed in the reign of 
Elizabeth ; but the brim was extended to a reafonable 
breadth. Hats inclining to a cone, a figure very ill adapted 
to the human head, occur in the portraits of this time. 

The hair was worn low on the forehead, and generally 
imparted : fome wore it very long, others of a moderate 
length. The king, and confequently many others, wore 
a love-lock on the left fide, which was confiderably longer 
than the reft of the hair *. The unfeemlinefs of this fafhion 
occafioned Mr. Prynne to write a book in quarto, againft 
love-locks \ .

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The beard dwindled very gradually under the two 
Charles's till it was reduced to a flcnder pair of whiikers. 
It became quite extinct in the reign of James- II. as if its- 
fatality had been connected with, that of the houfe of Stu- 
art. 

The ruff, which of all fantafttc modes maintained its* 
pofleflion the longeft, was worn, for fome time, after the 
acceffion of Charles ; but it had aknoft univcrfally given: 
place to the falling band, when Vandyck was in Eng- 
land*. 

Slafhed doublets, doublets with Hit Qeeyes, and cloaks,, 
were much in fafcion.' 

Trunk breeches, one of the moft monftrous Angularities 
ef drefs ever feen in this or any other age, were worn iit 
the reigns of James and Charles I. 

The points, which formerly ufed to be feen hanging; 
about the waift, are feen dangling at the knees, in fome of 
the portraits of this period. 

Little flimfy Spanifh leather boots, and fpurs, were muck 
worn by gentlemen of fafhion. It was ufual for the beaus 
in' England and France f, to call for their boots, and fome 
think their fpurs too, when they were going to a ball, as- 
they very rarely wore the one without the other. 

Mr. Peck, the antiquarian, informs ui, that he had, in 
his poueffion, a whole length portrait of Charles,, the drefs, 
of which he thus defcribes : " Ha wore a falling band, a 
** fhort green doublet, the arm-parts toward the fttoulder,

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" wide, and flafhed i zig-zag turned up ruffles; very 
** long green breeches, ("like a Dutchman) tied far below 
" knee, with long yellow ribands; red ftockings, great 
*' fhoe-rofes, and a fhort red cloak, lined with blue, with 
« a ftar on the moulder*." 

Ladies wore their hair low on the forehead, and parted 
in fmall ringlets. Many wore it curled like a peruke, and 
fome braided and rounded in a knot, on the top of the 
crown. They frequently wore firings of pearls in their 
hair. Ear-rings, necklaces, bracelets, and other jewels, 
were alfo much worn. 

Laced handkerchiefs, refembling the large falling band 
worn by the men, were in faihion among the ladies : this 
anicle of drefs has been lately revived, and called a Fan- 

Many ladies, at this period, are painted with their arms 
and their bofoms bare; and there is no doubt but they 
fometimes went with thofe parts expofed. 

Cowley in his difcourfe " Of Greatncfs," cenfures fome 
enormities in the drefs of his time, in the following terms. 
" Is any thing more common than to fee our ladies of qua- 
" lity wear fuch high fhoes as they cannot walk in without 
" one to lead them ? And a gown as long again as their 
" body ; fo that they cannot ftir to the next room, with- 
w out a page or two to hold it up ? M 

The citizens wives, in this reign, feem to have had their 
domefiic fumptuary laws, and to have adopted the frugal 
maxims of their hufbands. There appears from Hollar's

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habits *, to have been a much greater difparity in pointof 
drefs, betwixt them, and the ladies of quality, than be- 
twixt the former, and the wives of our prcfent yeomanry. 

The drefs of religion gave the higheft offence to Tome 
gloomy zealots in this reign, who were determined to 
ftrip her of her white robe, to ravilh the ring from her fin- 
ger, to defpoil her of every ornament, and cloatfa, her only 
in black.

Mary 
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Mary of Medicis was queen of Henry IV. of France, 
with whom the lived in very little harmony *, Henry, 
like his grandfon Charles II. was too general an admirer 
of the fcx, to maintain the leaft appearance of fidelity in 
the marriage ftate. It was even whifpered, that his m- 
conftancy was the occafion of his death, and that it was 
not without the privity of Mary. She was, by the king, 
her hufband, appointed regent of France, during the mi- 
nority of her fon ; and governed that kingdom under the 
influence of the marquis of Ancre, her favourite, and hit 
lady. The former was aflaflinated by the encouragement 
of the young king; the latter was burnt for a witch ; but 
protefled that flie had no other power over the queen, 
than a ftronger head has over a weaker one,— In 1640 
Mary was, by the violence of a faftion formed againft her, 
driven to leek refuge in England, which wasttfelf a fcene 
of faftion and tumult : flie was eveh infulted by the popu- 
lace in the ftreets of London, on account of her religion. 
Waller wrote a copy of verfes on her landing. 

GULIELMUS, princeps Auriacus, comes Naffavlx,

This young prince, before he was fifteen years of age; 
was married to Mary, eldeft daughter of Charles 1. who- 
was then in her eleventh year. The marriage was cele- 
brated at St. James's 22 February, 1640-1. He fucceeded 
his father in all his honours and commands, 23 Jan. 
1648. — He was a man of courage, ambition, and enter- 
prise j and there is great reafon to believe that he intended

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to make himfelf abfolute ; as he actually made an attempt 
to feize Amfterdam ; but it did not fucceed. He died of 
the fmall pox, 6 Nov. 1650, in the twenty-fourth year of 
his age. It was furmifed that the chagrin, occasioned by 
his disappointment, contributed to his death. His pofthu- 
mous fon, William, did not only preferve the republic of 
Holland, but delivered Great Britain from arbitrary power, 
and made a noble and an effectual fland agaiiift the dan. 
gerous ambition of France, which threatened the liberties 
of Europe.

GUSTAVUS A DOLPHUS, king of Sweden, &c. 
(knight of the Garter) ; T. Ceciilfc. 4/0.

Sweden, which had been overlooked in the political fyf- 
tem of Europe, foon became confiderable, and at length 
b formidable, by the heroic courage, and refined politics of 
Guftavus Adolphus. This great man feemed to be riling 
apace upon the ruins of the empire, which was extremely 
weakened by his victories. He made as rapid a progrefs 
in his conquefts, as his fucceffor Charles XII. and being a 
much more profound politician, held almoft all Chrifien- 
dom in anxious fufpenfe, as his defigns were impenetrable. 
He was killed i<S * Nov. 1632, at the battle of Lutzen, 
where his army gained a complete victory over the Impe. 
rialifts. He was father to Chriftina, queen of Sweden, of 
whom Gay wood has given us a print, and Miflbn a pictu- 
refque defcription of her perfon f. The " Life of Gufta-

Henry Frederic, fon of William I. prince of Orange, and EirfM 
brother to prince Maurice, fucceeded the latter, who was l6a7 ' 
never married, in his command, in the Low Countries. 
He was, in every refpect, worthy of his illuftrious houfe ; 
and was inferior to his brother Maurice only in the num- 
ber of his victories- He was particularly remarkable for 
gaining feveral important conquefts with the lofs of but 
few men, and was called " the father of his foldiers." He 
died at the Hague, 14 March, 1647. William II. prince 
of Orange of that name, was his fon, and William III. who 
became king of Eogland, his grandfon.

Ferdinand II. Grand Duke of Tufcany, fucceeded his

Francis de Baflbmpierre, knight of the orders to Lewis 
Xlli. and marfhal of France, was defcended from a noble 
family in Lorrain, the head of which, as the marfhal him- 
felf informs us, Ipruog from the commerce of a woman 
with a fpirit. He acted in a military capacity, in feveral 
memorable battles and lieges ; particularly at the famous 
liege of Rochclle ; and on all occafions, gave fignal proofs 
of his valour and conduct. He was no lefs remarkable for 
his amours *, of fome of which he has given us the hiftory. 
He was employed in feveral embaffies by Lewis, who fent 
him into England, in the beginning of the reign of Charles. 
In 1631 he was fent to the Baftile, where he continued 
a prifoner, as long as cardinal Richelieu lived. Here he 
wrote his ** Memoirs," and his " Remarks on Dupleix's 
" Hiftory of Lewis XUI." Mr. Walpole, in his Adver- 
tifement prefixed to Hentzner's «* Journey to England,** 
has juttly cenfured him for not knowing even the names 
of feveral things of which he has written. He calls York- 
houfe Jorcbattx, and Kenfington Inbimtbort. Ob. 1646.

Amos Comenius, a Moravian divine, was juftly 
efteemed the greateft fchoolmafter of this age. He was 
employed in the inftruftion of youth in feveral countries, 
and in the latter part of . his life, fettled at Amfterdam. 
His ** Janua Linguarum Referata," was tranQated into 
twelve European languages, and alfo into the Arabic, 
Turkifli, Perfian, and Mogul f. His « Orbis Senfualium 
« Pictus, or a Picture and Nomenclature of all the chief 
" Things in the World, and of Men and Employments 
« therein," is an leicellent totfkSu its kind \. He came 
into England in 1641, by defire of the parliament, to re- 
form the method of education : but that affetnbly was too
